IMPROVEMENT IN LEAD SMELTING, 


Srr,—In last week's Mining Journal a correspondent, who signs 
himself “Smelter,” refers to some improvements in lead smelting at 
the works of Mr. W. B. Beamont, M.P. These results, he states, are 
produced by a new hearth, the invention of Mr. Johnson, the mana- 
ger; but “Smelter” has stated but one fact by which to judge whether 
there is any decided improvement or not. If he will in next week’s 
Journal state the percentage of soft lead obtained from the ore through 
the hearth, actual quantity in slags, and estimated quantity in fumes, 
together with cost of labour and fuel in smelting 1 ton of soft lead, 
it will be easy then to judge to what extent the new hearth is an 
improvement over an ordinary Scotch hearth. So far as my experi- 
ence goes in lead smelting, I cannot see there is any decided im- 
provement, if I am to judge by the fact stated by “ Smelter,” nothing 
mo, athan was done more than ten years since with the ordinary 
Scotcu hearth, and unless your correspondent is a young smelter, or 
not long resident in the North of Englavd, he must recollect a cor- 
respondence in the Richmond and Ripon Chronicle, rather more than 
10 years since, on this subject, and the result obtained from experi- 
ments I conducted at the smelting works belonging to the Keld Head 
Lead mine, Wensleydale, Yorkshire, which were at that time under 
my superintendence. What I then contended for (and which seems 
to be the same for which Mr. Johnson contends) was that the Scotch 
hearth, with proper management, may be continuously worked, and 
the result be an increased make, without injury to its quality, or 
loss of produce, or increased expense in either fuel or labour. How 
far I succeeded may be judged from the following :—from ore of 
70 per cent., 61 per cent. of soft lead was obtained, and 33 per cent. 
in slags, leaving but 5} per cent. for fumes and waste. The cost of 
smelting 1 ton of soft lead was, 2s. for fuel and 7s. for labour, the 
hearth being worked with but slight intermission through the entire 
week, and the produce being at the rate of six pigs anhour ; th2 highest 
produce I ever reached in one week was 40 tons 14 cwts, smelted with 
five men and one boy. These facts can even now be verified on a re- 
ference to the company’s books, which a Northumberland agent did 
at the time; as to the quality of the lead, testimonials in favour of 
it were received from Messrs. Cox and Co., Derby ; Horner and Fells, 
Skipton ; Pontifex and Wood, London, and others.

COPPER AND TIN MINING. 

Srr,—At last there seems a prospect of better times looming at no 
very great distance. Copper has been advancing in price for some 
weeks past. The production of this mineral has considerably fallen 
off by the suspension of a vast number of mines throughout all the 
great copper-producing districts, in foreign countries as well as in 
Cornwall and Devon. Many old and deep mines were exhausted, so 
far as paying dividends went, and, unless copper was selling at 1507. 
standard, would never pay more than their working charges ; con- 
sequently, it was sacrificing the capital of investors to no good pur- 
pose. Several new mines had been started during the very high price 
of minerals which had scarcely a shadow of success in their elements ; 
but there were other new and promising mines suspended for a time, 
which only require a little more steam to pull them through past 
difficulties. It will be years before so large a quantity of copper can 
again be brought to market. For many years a vast number of mines 
were paying almost fabulous dividends, particularly about the neigh- 
bourhood of Redruth and Camborne—from 20,0007. to 40,0002. per 
annum after the outlay or capital had been paid off. This is the 
Cost-book Principle—to call nothing profit until the outlay is paid 
back to the original investors. 

The falling off in the production of tin in the islands of Banca and 
Billiton is very great, as well as in other foreign countries producing 
this mineral. The price of Coolie labour has, it is said, advanced 
200 per cent. above the price paid a few years ago, consequently the 
production of tin must also fall off considerably ; and even if labour 
had not advanced so greatly, it is a question whether large quantities 
of the mineral could be obtained, except at a serious loss to capital- 
ists, A, BENNETT. 





GOLD MINING. 


S1rR,—I have been somewhat amused by reading the various sug- 
gestive speculations, &c., made and raised by your correspondents from 
time to time on this important branch of mining industry. Anyone 
who really understands the art of gold mining, in all its branches, 
cannot fail to discover that three-fourths of the writers know little 
or nothing of the subject. Because an individual happens to be a 
mine captain, or happens to have made a flying visit to some so-called 
auriferous region of the earth, he is at once set up as an authority 
on gold mining. While such is the case, nothing but misfortune and 
disaster can possibly attend gold mining adventures. The science of 
gold mining is as distinct from other branches of metallic mining as 
the profession of a lawyer from that of a doctor. To obtain a tho- 
rough knowledge of the subject an apprenticeship of many years is 
absolutely necessary. The value of gold is so so great, as compared 
with all other metals, that persons who have only a knowledge of the 
baser kinds are, in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, liable to form 
an undue estimate of the value of a gold mine. In no mineral vein 
does the metal occur in more regular shoots than in well-defined gold- 
bearing lodes. There may be an exceedingly rich shoot in one por- 
tion of a vein (the part, of course, pointed out to the inspector), which 
may be very short, and, although the inspector’s calculations are made 
from the length of the lode in the sett, there may not be another 
shoot of gold in the whole area. There is only one safe method of 
calculating the value of a gold mining property, and that is by ascer- 
taining the average yield from the district in which it is situated, 
and obtaining crushings of some hundreds of tons of rock from various 
pe‘zts of the lode. Assays and specimens are simply laughed at in 
()“ifornia and Australia ; indeed, in the latter country it is question- 
ae if half-a-dozen assays of gold-bearing rock are made through- 
out the year. Although I have spent nearly a lifetime amongst gold 
mines, and directly in connection therewith, [have never endeavoured 
to estimate the value of a vein by assay. As a writer in the Jour- 
nal stated last week, specimens and samples may yield thousands of 
ounces of gold to the ton of stone, while the general average is not 
sufficient to pay working expenses. A specimen is only useful to show 
the character of the rock in which the metal occurs. 

As gold mining will, doubtless, become one of the principal inte- 
rests in which the capitalists of this country will invest, it may not 
be unwise to look carefully into the various fields that are or will be 
open to the English capitalist. Amongst the things to be carefully 
considered are the following :— 

1.—A known gold-yielding region should be selected. 

‘ 2,—The Government of the country must be of such a character 
that the tenure will be secure. 

3.—It is necessary that the climate be fit for the residence of 
Europeans, or the richest mine in situ will be worthless to investors. 

A known and extensive gold mining region should be selected, as 
when the precious metal is found in isolated patches undue value is 
placed on such discoveries, as is clearly shown by the extraordinary 
prices asked for certain gold mining properties in partially known 
and insufficiently tested districts on the other side of the Atlantic; 
of course, the great gold-producing States of the Pacific coast of North 
America are not here referred to. Again, the frightful loss of time 
and money resulting from unhealthy climates is clearly shown from 
day to day. Gold mining is a profitable occupation, and gives good 

returns/to the investor—a fact clearly shown by the Australian mines. 
Never in-the world’s history have a group of mines given such re- 
turns to the shareholders as those at Ballarat, where twelve mines 
have given, in periods varying from seven years to eight months, the 





large sum of 1,878,907/. 5s, 10d., on a capital of 145,382/., the latter 
sum being a little over that already spent by the Chontales Company 
alone. These profits are realised simply because the mines have been 
carefully selected, and worked with economy, The value of the Aus- 
tralian gold mines may be judged from the fact that the annual pro- 
fits of the public companies (irrespective of the private ones, which 
are fully one-half) amount to over 1,250,000/., whilst the whole of 
the profits of the metallic mines of Great Britain, Ireland, and the 
Isle of Man amount to less than 300,000/. per annum. Further, the 
capital required to work the British mines is drawn from other sources 
of industry, whilst the capital invested in Australian gold mines is 
first obtained by working other gold mines in thecolony. The pro- 
fits of gold mining are great, but unless care is taken in the selection 
and management no good result can accrue. AURIFERA,

SLATE QUARRYING—WORKING BY GALLERIES, 


S1r,—I was glad to see an article on the above by “A Man of Ex- 
perience ;” I alwaysread his really practical remarks with pleasure, 
and more particularly on the present occasion, as I inspected a quarry 
last week which was not worked in galleries, and made use of the 
same reasons to induce the proprietors to work it in galleries. The 
advantage of working by galleries is obviously so great that one need 
hardly detail them; however, we will give a few of them. 

1,—A far greater number of men can be employed. Supposing 2 
quarry is 150 or 200ft. deep, if worked in one depth only a certain num- 
ber of men can be employed, butif the quarry were divided into three 
or four galleries, as many men could be employed in each gallery as 
could be employed in the whole quarry, And this question of em- 
ploying most men is a very serious one, when we consider that rent, 
salaries to officers, and ether contingencies are nearly the same, whe- 
ther the number of men employed be large or small. 

2.—A continuous and regular make of slate can be effected by means 
of galleries. Without galleries this is impossible, because a fall may 
at any moment come down and bury the whole face of the rock, so 
as to stop the entire make of slate. At such a time the expenses go 
on just the same, and nothing coming in to meet them. It may be 
said that if the top come down, and is removed, it costs no more 
that if it were removed by ordinary means. Granted this, it does 
not affect our argument—that the inconvenience falls occason do a 
great deal of harm in stopping the make of slates. 

These are but two of the principal reasons. There are others, per- 
haps, equally weighty so far as they go, to which I may call atten- 
tion at a future time.

ON THE WASTE OF MINERAL AND OTHER NATURAL 
PRODUCTS, 

Srr,—The pressing demands of a teeming home population urge 
an enquiry into the means of providing an additional supply of food. 
The fact that, without foreign aid, each year would vastly increase 
the disproportion between the already limited supply and increasing 
demand is too transparent to require one word of assurance, though 
the causes of the wide-spreading difference are subjects which I have 
never known to be treated upon by any political economist, either 
as a subject for earnest discussion, or even asa matter of mere pass- 
ing interest. Iclaim, therefore, the merit of novelty for this portion 
of my subject—that, though the physical boundaries of Great Britain 
cannot be enlarged, the acreage available for agricultural purposes 
is becoming year by year considerably lessened by the enormous 
claims made upon it for railway extensions, the erection of dwell- 
ings, and the requirements of manufactures, Nor does there appear 
to exist any means of remedying the evil in this direction. The ra- 
pidly increasing population demands the sacrifice, our progressive 
commercial ideas encourage it. 

Up to the present moment we, as a people, have not felt the pres- 
sure of periodic dearth to such an extent as the Chinese are said fre- 
quently to do, and hence have not been driven to the revolting prac- 
tices recorded of them by travellers; our ingenuity has not been 
taxed to the extent of cultivating every available spot of waste land, 
however inconveniently placed, or apparently inaccessible, to our pre- 
conceived notions, or to the universal adoption of that superior kind 
of garden husbandry in which the spade and hoe assume the prero- 
gative of the plough and harrow. Nor still less, especially of late 
years, have we shown ourselves emulous of the principles of these 
ingenious people in husbanding the natural food of vegetation, and 
in apportioning it to the plant at the periods and in the degrees best 
adapted for assimilation. On the contrary, engineering and che- 
mical skill have been taxed to the very utmost point of refinement 
in the invention of means to discharge as obnoxious and useless those 
elements Nature has ordained as the most perfect of all known ferti- 
lisers. Under these circumstances, perhaps unavoidable, sooner or 
later, a reaction is inevitable, and measures of the most stringent 
character will, probably, be adopted for utilising the remaining re- 
sources of this nature, now so lavishly, and even recklessly, squan- 
dered away. I would not here be supposed to deprecate the sewage 
system, as applied to the metropolis and other densely-populated 
cities and towns, inasmuch as it appears to be absolutely forced upon 
the various denizens, and its adoption, in some form, would seem to 
have been inevitable, Such being the case, it would be ungenerous 
to challenge the method, and now too late to suggest modifications. 
To the inhabitants of minor towns, where the sewer fever has not 
extended, I would earnestly advise, prior to the adoption of the 
system, the perusal of a brochure* by one of the earliest pioneers 
on the subject, in which is pointed out in plain, but forcible, lan- 
guage, and supported by statistical references, the comparative value 
of sewage, and other town refuse, in their natural and prepared state. 

The waste, then, of fertilising elements being so enormous in those 
places where the consumption of vegetal and animal matters, both 
mutually dependent for their very existence upon a return to the land 
of these elements, being so great, an enquiry into the best means of 
restoring the waste, or, in other words, maintaining the equilibrium, 
cannot fail to be interesting to the readers of the Mining Journal, a 
periodical which so ably carries out the principle of the diffusion of 
that knowledge best calculated to bring into action those components 
which inert are useless, but which employed afford ample scope for 
enterprise, skill, and capital, and affect the best temporal interests 
of the human species. 

Perhaps I am not far from the mark in saying that of all the ele- 
ments eliminated by plants in their growth, and which are not fur- 
nished in a corresponding degree by any natural soil, the phosphates 
and ammonia, play the most important part in vegetable economy. 
These, from their importance and scarcity, realise a commercial value 
far superior to all other manurial elements. In natural manure they 
occur in proportions not dissimilar to those which obtain in the food 
which sustains animal vitality. By the loss of excreta, as the writer 
above quoted has shown, the phosphates and ammonia lost to the 
vegetable kingdom amounts to not less than 27s. per annum for each 
individual, and from some source or other compensation must be 
made for this enormous waste. Those at present available are guano, 
in its endless variety of forms and quality: this yields ammonia and 
phosphates, and is chiefly prized in proportion to the yield of the 
former; whilst for a supply of phosphates, the artificial manure ma- 
nufacturers rely chiefly upon bones and coprolites, the latter being the 
fossilliferous excreta of extinct animals. Another valuable mineral 
phosphate occurs, but in too limited a quantity to influence to any 
great degree the English market; I refer to apatite, a native phos- 
phate, procured, I believe, chiefly in Spain. 

Can we be surprised, under the circumstances set forth, that en-

quiries should still be pending to assist the agriculturist in his 
struggles to meet foreign competition? Rather should we not con- 
sider with amazement the fact that whilst a great portion of our 
mercantile fleet finds active employment in the conveyance of foreign 
auxiliaries to our exhausted fields, a most prolific source of employ- 
ment for that fleet should not be more generally opened at the illi- 
mitable source of unexceptionable fertilisers presented by our own 
neglected colonies’ It is beyond dispute that fish affords in its com- 
bination of elements the pabulum of vegetal existence and growth, 
Our North American possessions, especially those of Nova Scotia, 
Newfoundland, and the Magdalene Island, have long maintained a 
celebrity for the enormous shoals of fish of various kinds which visit 
their shores, and for the enormous draughts of the finny tribe there 
brought to land. Of the abundance thus taken it is readily admitted 
vast quantities are prepared and exported as food, whilst immeasur- 
ably the greater portion, either as inedible, or as refuse from the 
curing, is got rid of by being thrown back into the waters, as useless 
and obnoxious. It may be fairly premised that of the entire quantity 
hauled to land thousands of tons are thus discarded ; but, however 
considerable the quantity taken, it falls immeasurably short of that 
which, under a different system of economy, might be obtained. 
Encouraged by the establishment of means of utilising all that in- 
genuity and industry could obtain, active operations would give em- 
ployment to the hardy islanders, a feature of vast importance to the 
political welfare of the mother country, whilst as a source of protit- 
able engagement for English capital the project offers inducements 
based upon the certitude of success, 

To enter now into detail, I will enumerate some of the fish chiefly 
abounding off the coasts referred to: these are cod, herring, mackarel, 
dog-fish, and capelines. Of these, cod is the only variety which to 
any great extent finds its way as food to Great Britain, and even of 
this kind a considerable proportion is, in the process of curing, again 
thrown away. This waste simply compressed, by approved means, 
may be rendered innocuous and nearly scentless, though it would 
retain, in the form of potential ammonia, and phosphate of lime 
from the bones of the head, tail, body, and fins, the whole of the 
elements of the finest Peruvian guano, in the form best adapted for 
assimilation by plants. In a similar manner would be treated the 
dog, and inedible fish entire. I may here remark that none but 
those who have been eye-witnesses of the results of the actual opera- 
tion of fishing off these coasts can form an idea of the enormous 
yield of this species of fish in these localities. They occur in such 
profusion as to become a constant source of annoyance to the men 
engaged, At the same time, there is no question that, in their essen- 
tial constitution, there is the strictest analogy between them and 
edible fish, as far as the manurial question is concerned. With re- 
spect to the smaller tribe, as herrings and capelines, delicious in them- 
selves, and valuable as human food when properly cured, occasions 
frequently arise when a vast superabundance renders them utterly 
worthless in that light, and induce on the part of the fishermen either 
indifference to their capture, or their return by myriads to the elements 
from whence they had been removed. W. T, RicKARD, F,C.S, 


Mr. I. L,. BELL AND Mr. 8. PLIMSOLL’S LETTERS ON 
THE IRON TRADE—LETTER IL. 

S1r,—Mr. Plimsoll is very impressive in his third letter in direct- 
ing attention to the fact that in France and Belgium they are obtain- 
ing 80 per cent. of coke from their coal, while in England 60 per cent. 
is considered an excellent result ; and he wishes us toinfer thatthis 
is due to the superior ovens they use for the operation. Apparently 
Mr. Plimsoll is ignorant of the fact that the amount of fixed carbon 
in coal, even in this country, varies from 50 to 95 per cent., and hence 
the advantage he ascribes to form of apparatus is almost exclusively 
due to difference in the coal used. Sixty-five toseventy per cent. is 
the outside extent of solid carbon or coke in our Durham coals, and 
although he alleges very positively that 80 per cent. is obtained at 
Marquise from coal shipped fromthe Tyne, Wear, and Tees, this does 
not prevent my giving the most explicit denial to the truth of the 





statement. Appolt’s oven, the one he describes, affords a yield of 
about 80 per cent. at Mr. De Wendel’s works near Sérding, In Belgium, while it 
only produces 67 per cent. of coke at the other works of this ironmaster at Sar- 
rebruck, in Prussia. As Mr. Plimsoll did not visit South Wales, he might with 
advantage have consulted Dr. Percy’s work on Metallurgy, where he would 
have seen that 72 to 85 per cent. of coke is the result obtained there when coal 
rich in fixed carbon isoperated on. One would really fancy, from the language 
of this gentleman, that our fronmasters had never heard of Appolt's ovens till 
he made known their existence, but when manufacturers can obtain within a 
trifle of the full theoretical percentage of coke contained In our coal, they know 
their business too well to expend an extra sum of money in plant, the Interest 
on which might not be repaid by the extra yield. 

Mr. Plimsoll then invites us to go to Besseges and St, Etienne toscestill moro 
marvellous coke-ovens, in which, from other products, ‘ if the coke vanished 
into the air, they would still realise 2s, 1d. per ton profit on the coal used.’’ Now 
the coke from each ton of coal there is, I know, worth 13s. ; it follows, therefore, 
that the fortunate manufacturers at St. Etienne have a profit of 15s. 1d. on every 
ton of coal they employ! or about 60,0001, a year on the 190 ovens they have at 
work. Now, I not only have visited both the localities named by Mr. Plimsoll, 
but my firm has had for about 18 months 36 of these very ovens at work at one 
of our collieries in the county of Durham. Your readers may, therefore, judge 
between Mr. Plimsoll and myse:f, when Isay that this last statement Is as little 
entitled to respect as when he assures us that 80 per cent. of coke ts obtained 
from coal containing less than 70. Having thus disposed of the question of 
wasteful treatment in the coking process in some of the chief seats of the iron 
manufacture, I shall content myself with stating that wherever the quality of 
the coal and other circumstances permit it, in this country small coal is used 
in the puddling furnace; and if Belgium be the smokeless country described by 
Mr. Plimsoll, a great change must have come over it since last July. At the 
same time, there is nothing wonderful in the circumstance that furnaces burn- 
ing coal containing probably not much above one-half of the volatile matter of 
that in our own, should burn more clearly from the mere abscence of the smoke- 
giving constituents, and quite independently of any superiority in the mode of 
firing. 

A few words now as to the difference of consumption of fuel required by the 
English tronmasters and the Belgian inthe blast-furnace. In Mr. Plimsoll’sown 
letter, No. 1, he gives 25 ewt. of coke per ton of pig, at Messrs. Newton, Cham- 
bers, and Co.’s works ; 24 cwt. at Park Gate; and In letter No. 2, 20 ewt. at Bar- 
row. In his third letter it is stated that fucl at Messrs. Gillain and Co,’s fur- 
nace was more sparingly used than with us by at least one-half, while In the 
very next line 20°30 cwts. is given as the weight used per ton of iron, and even 
then his companion, Mr. Chambers, was afraid ‘*they had overdone economy, 
for the quality of iron had suffered in consequence, as it was white.’’ No Inti- 
mation is given of the quality of the English iron wich which this is compared ; 
but seeing the Belgian is condemned for being white, a practical man would In- 
fer the former to have been grey, which would more than account for the trl- 
fling difference of coke in the instances just given. Very unphilosophical lan- 
guage is made use of in Mr, Plimsoll’s fourth letter respecting the advantages 
English smelters enjoy from the high state of oxidation of their ores, and his 
surmises on the poorness of those of Belgium are to my own knowledge far from 
the truth. It will be unnecessary to follow him through his description of the 
mode of charging the blast-furnaces in that country, seeing that the results he 
pretends are obtained do not exceed those of the works he bas visited in England, 
Mr. Plimsoll then proceeds to describe again and extol the application of the 
waste gases—a process he had himself seen at Messrs, Dawes’ works, and one in 
universal use both in South Wales and the North of England, 

Mr. Plimsoll sums up his observations by stating that our *‘ continental rivals 
are most certainly far-a-head of us,’’ and he desires to be informed ** whether 
his statements are true or false.’ We have heard from this gentleman the opl- 
nion of two Englishmen on the relative merits of foreign and British iron ma- 
nufacturers, and I will, therefore, permit some of my French friends to give him 
the information he asks for. 

Mr. Judey, engineer-in-chief at theimmense works at Creusot, while on a visit 
here 10 days ago, stated :— 

“« We, and others in France, have still a margin for economy in the manufac- 
ture of pig-iron, by avoiding the present heavy charges for transport in bringing 
coal and oretoourworks. We must try toimprove our method of working, and 
thus seek to consume more of the minerals found near at home. Cleveland, on 
the other hand, by the excellent results obtained in furnaces of recent construc. 
tion, and by the great care taken to avoid unnecessary labour, appears to have 
reached almost the minimum cost of production,’’ 

Mr. De Wendel writes me :— 

** Thear that a Mr. Plimsoll has recently drawn public attention to the defec- 
tive state of the pig-iron manufacture in your country compared to that of 
France and Belgium. The two visits I pata to your works enable me to state 
that, so far as Cleveland 1s concerned, the assertion is without any f -undacion 
whatever. The high temperature of the blast you use, and the dimensions of 
your furnaces, hitherto unknown In France, have secured for your nelghbour- 
hood a superiority which I shall at once set about imitating in my works.”’ 

It may be worthy of remark that Mr. De Wendel is the largest individual ma- 
nufacturer in France, and that the make of his works, and that at Creusot, re- 
present one-fith of theentire produce of that country. 

Valuable and extensive as is the range of scientific literature abroad relating 
to the manufacture of iron, the French have acted wisely in translating Dr. 
Percy’s admirable work on Metallurgy. This has been ably done by Petitquand 
and Ronna, who, in a very valuable appendix of their own, state :— 

‘* Tt is in Cleveland, where so much activity and intelligence have been dls- 
played in the manufacture of pig-iron, that the Jatest theories have been applied 
respecting the dimensions and working of blast-furnaces.’’ 

Mr. Plimsoll may shelter himself behind the declaration contained in his se- 
cond letter, that he excluded Middlesborough from any comparison he might 
make, but this does not prevent him in the fourth letter making the sweeping 
assertion that our continental rivals are far ahead of us. Besides, supposing 
Cleveland to stand alone in the position assigned to it by the authorities Just 





quoted, what value can the judgment of anyone possess who, seeking to estab- 
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lish any parallel between this country and others, leaves out the most important 
seats of manufacture ? 

I feel an apology is due for having dwelt so long upon Mr. Plimsoll’s letters, 
which owe their sole importance to having occupied about elght columns in the 
Times, the editor of which newspaper appears to have accepted as truths the fal- 
laces they contain, seeing he has not permitted anyone to accept the challenge 
thrown down by his correspondent to the manufacture of this country.

MINING ASSOCIATION OF GREAT BRITAIN. 

The adjourned annual meeting of this association was held on 
Feb. 21, at the Craven Hotel, London.

The meeting then, proceeded to the election of a Chairman, It was 
proposed, and carried unanimously, that Mr. Mathews be requested 
to allow himself to be again nominated ; but, onhis stating his de- 
cision not to serve for @ third year, Mr, Elliott (South Wales) and 
Mr. Daglish (Durham) proposed and seconded a resolution that the 
election of a new Chairman be postponed till March 20, and, on votes 
being taken, this was carried by 11 to 8. 








STRIKE IN THE SHROPSHIRE IRON TRADE.—The men employed 
in the prineipal ironworks in the Shropshire district being under notice of a re- 
duction of 10 per cent. in thelr wages, to commence from Monday last, have re- 
fused to accept the terms, and a strike has ensued. Theconsequence is that the 
principal trouworks in the county are now standing idle. When work will be 
resumed, or on what terms, it is at present Impossible to say. The Shropshire 
iron district is In rather an impoverished state at present, from the slackness 
that has existed In trade, and it is feared that this total stoppage will have a 
very depressing effect, which will be much increased by the present high price 
of bread and other daily necessaries. We cannot but think the men extremely 
ill-advised to stand out at such a time as the present. Orders being very scarce, 
the masters will not feel the strike in any but the smallest degree when com- 
pared with itseffeets upon the men themselves, their families, and the retail 


trade of the district.—Shropshire News, Feb, 27.

THE SOUTH WALES COLLIERY COMPANY (LIMITED), 


The fifth ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
company’s offices, Ethelburga House, Bishopsgate-street, on Tuesday, 
Mr. LAWRENCE HEYWORTH, jun., in the chair. 

Mr. J. Mouat F, Hunt (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The report of the directors stated the accounts showed that a nett 
profit of 18531.1s. 11d. had been made during the past six months. The quantity 
of coal raised during the half-year bears favourable comparison with the rais- 
ings of the half-year ending June 30, 1867, being 73,460 tons against 45,546, an 
inercase of 27,914 tons. The directors have, in conjunction with thecolliery pro- 
prietors of the district, given notice to the workmen of a reduction in their 
Wages ; this notice expired on Jan. 31, and the men, not having accepted the terms 
proposed to them by the directors, are now out ‘*on strike.’’ Notice of a call 
of 20s, per share (to meet the instalment due to Mr. Russell on March 31) is for- 
warded with this report. With a view of relieving the shareholders from the 
pressure on account of future calls, for the purpose of paying off the purchase 
money due to Mr. Russell (in yearly instalments), the directors beg to state that 
they are in negociation for a loan on favourable terms, to enable them to com- 
plete the purchase of theirfreehold property. The directors have to report that 
a vacancy has occurred at the board by the resignation of Mr, Frederick Cotton 
Finch, whose seat is now at the disposal of the sharcholders. In the opinion of 
the directors it is not advisable to augment the number of the board, and they 
would recommend that the vacancy be not filled up. 


The manager’s report stated that—“ Every endeavour has been made 
during the last six months to open out a face of work, capable of yielding 
100 tons per diem, in the coal lying on the western side of Tyr Valentine, but 
our efforts have been only partially successful; at present the out-put is 27 tons 
daily from this quarter. Delay has been unavoidable in consequence of a great 
exudation of fire-damp, which seems now to have drained away, and [ anticipate 
we shall henceforth meet with no serious obstacle to the immediate opening out 
of Messrs. Bailey’s coal. <A drift is being driven across the measures from the 
lower end of the Three-quarter engine-plane, so as to strike the Big Vein coal ; 
this seam in the Henwain pits at Blaina, distant about a mile, is 6ft. thick, and 
if it should prove of the same section in this part of the company’s property, it 
will be a valuable acquisition. Headings in the Three-quarter coal, east of the 
shafts, have been pushed on day and night, so as to reach the land leased from 
the Blaenovon Company. One roadway is now 99 and another only 54 yards 
distant from that property. One of the headings in the Three-quarter east is 
now far enough in to be available for the transport of coal from the present Big 
Vein face, and a communication is being made between the two sets of workings 
for effecting this object. As soon as completed I purpose making a further search 
for the Elled coal, which can then be done ata comparatively small cost. Steps are 
being taken for making a trial of the deepest seam to which the company’s pits 
have been sunk, This seam (5 ft. 6in. thick) lying 95 yards below the Three- 
quarter, has not yet been worked, In view of the extension of the colliery work- 
ings in these different directions, and the absolute necessity of ensuring a plen- 
tiful supply of air, preparations are being made for the erection underground of 
another ventilating-furnace. The sidings on the colliery yard have been com- 
pleted, and much facilitate the dispatch of coal; they are now equal to an out- 
put of 800 tons daily. The colliery engines and plant arein goodcondition. The 
rolling-stock of the company has been maintained in efficient working order, 
The shipping stages and railways at Newport Wharf are in a fair working state, 

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption of the report, and enumerated 
seriatim the several items in the revenue and outlay accounts, stating 
that during the half-year there had been raised 73,460 tons, of which 
60,888 tons were sold at Newport at the nett price of 8s, 1d. per ton, and 3641 
tons had been supplied to the works at 5s, per ton. With regard to the col- 
liery operations, he stated that the rock vein drift had ceased to be a source 
of unproductive expenditure, as the whole of the outlay was now borne by the 
coal; but at Tyr Valentine drift there was still a large expense, and at present 
a very slight return, The total of the outlay account was 17041, 16s. 2d., against 
which there was charged upon the coal a royalty of 2d. per ton, and so long as 
they could derive a profit, so long would they be able to reduce that account 
until it was entirely written off. As to the truck account, he might state that 
they had built two and had thoroughly repaired all the others; 5887. 2s. 6d. had 
been credited to that account, thereby reducing it to 37/. 10s., the trucks being 
in a condition equal to what they were at the end of last year. As to the dead 
rent. three-quarters of a year were charged, amounting to 7501, 

A SUAREMOLDER asked if that had been paid ?——The CUAIRMAN: AIL but 
one quarter, which was not due till March 25, It was payable half-yearly. 
Having referred to the various items In the stock-in-trade accouut, he concluded 
by moving that the report be received and adopted. 

Mr, W. Hf. CHALLIS seconded the proposition. 
~ Mr, COLBORNE satd that although he could not assent to the adoption of the 
report, he was unwilling to evince any personal feeling against the board: and, 
therefore, he would propose, as anamendment, * That the reportof the directors 
and statement of accounts for the half-year ending Dec. 28, 1867, be received, 
and the consideration thereof be postponed till the adjourned mecting; and 
that a committee of conference or consultation be appointed, for the purpose of 
conferring with the directors as to the position and prospects of the company, 
and as to any steps advisableto be taken in the interest of and for the benetit of 
the shareholders; that such committee have power, if they deem it advisable, 
to employ an accountant ; and that the meeting be and is hereby adjourned till 
April2l.’’ In order to show a friendly feeling towards the board, he would sug- 
gest that two members of the committee should be nominated by the board, and 
further that Mr. Potter (the brother-in-law of the Chairman) should be one of 
them. Mr. Potter was connected with one of the largest collieries in South 
Wales. Upon previous occasions the statements of the board had been to the 
effect that the quantity of coal raised and sold must be increased, when they 
would be able to give the shareholders dividends ; but during the last year 
the quantity had been the highest they had ever had, yet the shareholders 
were still without dividends. He then proceeded to refer to several statements 
put forth in the original prospectus with regard to the cost of raising the coal 
and the profits that would be realised, stating that in some collieries coal was 
raised at 5s, per ton—indeed, according to a balance-sheet of a leasehold colliery, 
situated in the Midland Counties, the price of raising was 4s. 11d. per ton, 
whereas the cost at the collieries of the South Wales Company was 5s. 1114d., 80 
that they started with a very black figure, as far as cost was concerned. At the 
last meeting they were told they had got through most of the outlay in connec- 
tion with the development of the present pits, but he now found that their 
capital account was increasing at the rate of 3000], a-year, without the acquisi- 
tion of a single acre of territory, or anything of that kind. He was not afraid 
of the capital being called up, provided there was something to show for it, but 
he was afraid of the capital being called up, and yet the company being in no 
better position than at the present time. Hedissented from the dead rent being 
held up as an asset, for as such it was as vis‘onary as that of the preliminary 
expenses incurred in the formation of the company. 

A SHAREHOLDER thought the meeting should proceed at once to discuss the 
report, for he would not be able to again come a distance of 300 miles to attend 
an adjourned meeting. ——Mr. COLBORNE deprecated any discussion upon the 
present occasion, because he wished the proposed committee to confer with the 
landowners, with the view of endeavouring to put the company in a better posi- 
tion to pay dividends. He believed that, by a rearrangement of the leases, a 
reduction of the expenses, and a reduction of the railway tol’s, the collier- 
ies would pay well. All the collieries in South Wales at the present moment 
require three things—a reduction of royalties, a reduction of wages, and a re- 
duction of tolls; and he was perfectly satisfied these reductions must be effected, 
or otherwise no colliery in South Wales will pay. Ile concluded by moving the 
amendment,——Mr. FRANKS seconded it, 

Mr. JOHN Heywortu thought certain facts should be known before any reso- 
lutions was agreed to. For instance, they were told a certain amount of profit 
had been made during the past half-year. Shareholders st ould certainly know tn 
what manner that profit had been made, and what was the cost per ton of rais- 
ing the coal to the pit’s mouth.—-The CHAIRMAN said all those items were 
upon the table. 

Mr. HEYWorRTH said they ought to know what it cost for getting, and for 
driving the drifts and headings. Sharehoiders should know to a nicety the cost 
of the coal, and the average price at which it was sold, and then they could 
draw a balance, and see what progress the company was making.——Mr. PHIL- 
LIPS also complained of the sparse character of the information communicated 
to the shareholders. Viewing sections 93, 94, and 95 of the Articles of Associa- 
tion, surely the directors were bound to give something more than the crude 
statement they had submitted. He apprehended it was perfectly competent for 
auy shareholder to move that a statement should be issued, which should show 
the state of the revenue account, in addition to the profit and loss. Hefound by 
the Articles of Association—which, by the way, materially differed from the 
prospectus—the directors had power to increase the capital of the company to 
400,0001., and without obtaining the sanction of the shareholders, and this 
brought him to theconsideration of the statement in the report of the directors 
with reference to the raising of a loan to pay Mr. Russell. If this 30,0007. was 
to be paid to Mr. Russell, what was there to prevent the mortgagee in posséssion 
being one of the shareholders, for the mortgagee, whoever he might be, must be 
paid his interest, and if there were sufficient profit to pay an interest, surely 
there would be sufficient to pay the shareholders? As tothe other proposal 
with regard to the number of directors, if it were reduced to six the result would 
be a self-electing board. 

Mr. ROOPER (the solicitor) explained that the three sections of the Articles re- 
ferred to by the hon. proprietor must be taken in conjunction with section 96, 
by which it would be seen that the terms prescribed had been strictly adhered to. 

Mr. Porrer said his interest in the company was very trifling, having taken 
50 shares simply because his brother-in-law was one of the directors ; therefore, 
the shareholders must consider his interest a great deal too small to justify him 
acting upon the proposed committee, the propriety of the appointment of which 
he had very great doubts. He had a great horror of committees, for unless 
they were perfectly neutral, and took what might be termed a philosophic view 
of the affairs of any company, they were invariably a mere illusion. Generally 
speaking, such committees followed the impulse of those who set them in motion, 
and a division was the obvious result. As to the leases of the company, if they 
were so framed as to admit of negociation, with the view of inducing the lessors 
to lower their royalties, it would, no doubt, be a very proper subject for the con- 
sideration of a committee, and certainly no man was better fitted than Mr. Col- 
borne to deal with the Blaenavon Company, and Mr. Colborne was the solicitor 
and confidential agent of Mr. Crawshay Bailey, M.P., so that if there were any 
chance of obtaining a reduction of royalties, Mr. Colborne would certainly be an 
invaluable member of the committee; but he (Mr. Potter) would be greatly 
surprised if there was the slightest hope of such a thing, for it appeared to him 
simplychimerical. He did not think they would do much good by filling up the 
vacaucy at the board, and he would suggest that the London board should be 
kept alive for another year, for the sake of maintaining a certain connection. 
The shareholders must in future be guided by results, which at present were 
very unsatisfactory ; but it was to be remembered that during the last twelve 
months trade throughout South Wales had been very bad. As to the publica- 
tion of the accounts, he very much doubted whet her it would be advisable. They 
must recollect theirs was a trading concern, It was the most unfortunate idea

that ever entered anybody’s head that a colliery could be successfully Worked 
as a joint-stock enterprise, and theirs was a small concern, and South Wales 
was full of such. He did not know one single colliery successfully conducteg ag 
a joint-stock enterprise; and the more the South Wales Colliery Company ey. 
duct their affairs asa private concern the better were the chances of success 
With that view, he would suggest if any member of the board were sufficient}, 
acquainted with the practical working of collieries he should reside upon the Spot 

Mr. PARSONS endorsed the statement of Mr. Potter that a colliery was a yory 
bad specimen of joint-stock management, for collieries should always be manageq 
by persons who had a great personal interest in the properties. He believed jp 
the integrity of their Chairman, whom he knew had done much for the com, 
pany, and whom, he believed, had nothing to do with the constitution of the 
company, which was partially formed by their two great landlords—Mr, Craw. 
shay Bailey and his friends and the Blaenavon Company and their friends 
He did not mean to say that it was not a natural. thing for landlords to get up 
a company to work their minerals, and for the company to pay them heavy roy. 
alties ; but he did say that those who received those royalties ought not to jie 
the sole managers of the undertaking. It was true their landlords were inte. 
rested as sharcholders, but they had a far greater interest as landlords and roy. 
alty receivers. He (Mr. Parsons) did not wish to say anything personal to any. 
one, or makeany objectionableallusion. Itwasa most natural thing, as he haq 
already said, for these persons to get up this company, but it was also natural 
on the part of the shareholders to have persons managing their property why 
were perfectly independent of their landlords. His opinion was that the share. 
holders would never do any good until they found a lessee who would work tho 
property, and give them a return upon the capital expended ; that would answer 
the purpose of the landlord as well as that of the shareholders. As to the mort. 
gaging of the property, that he considered a most injudicious proposition, + 
thougiut there would be but one feeling among the shareholders, and that wal 
that they would rather oceupy their present position than mortgage their pro. 
perty ; and if the board would but quietly reconsider it, they could come to no 
other conclusion 

Mr. HOWARD KENNARD stated that a few days since 300 acres of hd, clogg 
to the company’s jproperty, were let at a royalty of 9d. and 6d. per ton, and a 
dead rental of 1500/, a year. ——Mr. Porrer said that was the most satisfactory 
statement that had yet been made. He suggested that the Chairman should be 
solicited to go down and live on the collieries. ——Mr. GRATREX (a director) 
wished to state that Mr.Crawshay Bailey did not know even that he (Mr.Gratrey) 
had taken shares in the company ; and certainly he had not in any way assisted 
with the arrangement with regard to the diad rent. Ile (Mr. Gratrex) would 
be the first—if the amount was unfair—to urge a rearrangement, 

The CHAIRMAN, referring to the question of mortgage, stated that it was pro- 
posed because it was thought it would relieve the shareholders. He (theChair. 
man) perfectly agreed with the suggestion that it was far preferable to pay 
calls (hear, hear); and the meeting being of the same opinion, the clause in the 
report recommending the loan should be cancel!ed.——Mr. WILDE suggested the 
propriety of issuing debentures, for, no doubt many of the shareholders would 
be glad to receive them in lieu of calls—that is to say, some shareholders would 
pay up the whole amount upon their shares and acceps debentures, 

Mr. RODEN thought the London board ought to beswept away. As farasthe 
Chairman was concerned, he (Mr. Roden) knew that he had done a great deal 
for the company, and it Was true there had heen tany special disadvantages 
during the past half-year, such as labour and * faults."’ He had no hesitation 
in saying that if this colliery had been free from ** faults ’’ the coal would have 
been got for 5s. per ton. ——The question was then put, when the amendment 
was lost, and the motion adopting the report, without the paragraph relating 
to the loan, was put and carried. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to the proposal made to lim that he should reside in 
the vicinity of Newport, said that the remarks which had been made with refer. 
ence to himself were most flattering. His stake was large, and, therefore, he had 
done his utmost to promote the best interests of the company, and to perpetuatea 
thorouglly honest management. His stake was so large that he could not well re- 
fuse the offer, but he could not give up his London establishment without some 
equivalent from the company. He would, therefore, accept the offer, but with 
the condition that he did not undertake to promise the shareholders a dividend, 
although he would do his best to realise one. Indeed, he did not see any pro- 
spect of making a profit during the next six moyths, for the strike had not ter- 
minated, and at present there was a very bad feeling in the valley, and this 
might last for some weeks longer. With regard to the abolition of the London 
office, suggested by some of the shareholders, he (the Chairman) was not pre. 
pared to advocate this step; he would, however, assure the shareholders that 
the expenses of the London office should receive the board’s most careful consi- 
deration, with the view of reducing them as far as was practicable. 

It was unanimously agreed to pay the Chalrman 5001, for his services to the 
company during the next twelve months. 

The retiring directors were re-elected, and Messrs. Deloitte and Co., account- 
ants, were appointed to assist in the audit of the company’s accounts, at a re- 
muneration of 50 guineas per annum, the vacancy caused by the retiring auditor 
not being filled up. A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated 
the proceedings. 


TAMAR VALLEY SILVER-LEAD MINING COMPANY. 


The first general meeting of sharehoiders was held at the oflices, 
St. Michael's House, on Thursday,—Mr. JOHN WESTON in the chair, 

Mr. MATTHEW GREENE (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting, and submitted a statement of accounts, which showed 
a balance of liabilities over assets of 4217. 15s. 3d. 

The report of the agent was read, as follows :— 

Feb, 25.—The shaft has been sunk 33 fms, 3 ft. from surface, cased, divided, 
and footway put in complete to bottom, the lode varying in size from 1% to 2 ft. 
wide, composed of fluor-spar, capel, prian, mundic, and silver-lead ore; for a 
portion of the ground sunk the lode produced from 4 to 6 ewts. of silver-lead ore 
per fm., and for a short distance 8 ewts, perfin. he lode throughout the whole 
distance sunk (with the exception of the tirst 5 fms.) presents a very enconraging 
appearance, and warrants good results in depth. We have cut down the shaft 
from the adit to the 10 fm. level, cut ground for plat, &. The 10 fm. level is 
extended south of shaft about 20 fms. ; for this distance the lode in places pro- 
duced rich silver-lead ore, and in one place in the bottom it indicates being near 
a rich lode, which will soon be reached by the 20 fm. level below; in the last 
2 fms. extended the lode presents a very healthy appearance, and is 2 ft. wide, 
composed of fluor-spar, quartz, prian, and silver-lead ore, producing of the latter 
3 ewts. per fm., With indications of a speedy improvement; and as the ground 
is favourable good progress is being made, and the stratum is highly mineralised.

MINING IN EASTERN NEVADA, 
[From our Correspondent.] 


Northumberland district is situated inthe same rangeof mountains 
as Philadelphia or Silver Bend, Jefferson, Manhattan, and Argentero 
districts. This range is next, east of the Toigabe, separated from it 
by Smoky Valley, which has a general width of about 15 miles. In 
the range are not yet found so many veins of metalliferous ore as in 
the Toigabe, but the veins are of large size, regular in their formation, 
and bear or: of a high grade and easyof reduction. The geological formation of 
the range is granite or gneiss, porphyry, and slate, with belts of limestone form- 
ing the main body of the mountain, while in the lower hills are seen sandstone, 
conglomerate, and trachyite. Inthe first-named sett are the metalliferous veins, 
The discovery in the past year, and extraordinary development of wealth shown 
by the ** Highbridge’’ Vein, near Belmont, Philadelphia district, in a spurof the 
range, gave an incitement to explorations in the south-east, and in mountains 
previously neglected, and in July, 1866, the great Northumberland Vein was 
found, and the district of that name was shortly afterwards organised. Mr. 
W. N. CUMMINGS has the satisfaction of being regarded as the lucky finder of 
the vein, and made a location for himself and four others of 1200 ft.on it. This 
vein is situated very near the summit of the mountain, on the castern side, at 
the head of a broad and picturesque canyon opening Into Monitor Valley, and 
which, with but slight labour in road making, offers casy access to the mine, 
also to crossing the mountains by teams and wagons with the heaviest of loads, 
The Northumberland Vein has been so developed as to show its form and cha- 
racter near the surface, and has been uncovered by numerous cuts in the soil, 
which generally covers it through the length of the location. These openings 
disclose a vein of from 12 to 15 ft. in width, running north 10° west, and piteh- 
ing west at an angle of 44°. As far as exposed, the vein is a body of ore, witha 
general average value of about $100 per ton. At different times several tons of 
ore have been taken to Austin, and reduced in the mills of that city as experi- 
ments and tests, and have returned from $150 to $585 per ton. Sucha large 
body of ore paying so highly, and found in such a regular and strong vein, and 
in a pleasant locality, with abundance of wood and convenient buildings and 
mill sites, might well raise an excitement, and draw numerous prospectors to 
the district. The locators of the Northumberland, to secure their property from 
encroachments, made several parallei locations near their vein, and develop- 
ments prove at least three of these to be veins or spurs fromthe mainone, These 
bear the names of No. 2, Offshoot and Spur, are from 3 to 4 ft. in thickness, and 
have the same characteristics asthe mother vein.

The Northumberland is now the property of a company of Pennsylvania 
capitalists, for whom it was purchased by Mr.'T, Ff, WHITE, under whos manage- 
ment it isnow mined, and who will also, at as early as possible next spring, com- 
mence the erection of extensive reduction works. For this he has secured a 
splendid mill site in the canyon leading from near the mine westward to Smoky 
Valley, and one and a-half mile distant fromthe mine. Throughout this neigh- 
bourhood the hill sides are well clothed with nut-pine, furnishing an abundance 
of fuel, and a few miles distant is the Clipper Saw Mill, which furnishes lumber 
at the mine at $75 per 1000 feet. The canyon in whieh the mill is to be built, 
properly called White's Pass, affords, with Northumberland Canyon on the east 
side of the mountain, one of the best natural crossings of the range, and through 
which it is anticipated will in another year pass the travel between Austin and 

Jelmont and other sections at the south-east. An excellent road has been con- 
structed, which now lacks but little labourat the summit to make it traversable 
by the heaviest teams without difficulty. With the grade completed at the suin- 
mit there will be a trotting-road from one valley to the other, It is estimated 
that by this route the distance between Austin and Belmont will be reduced 
from 6 to 10 miles. 

The Lady Cummings ledge is situated about three-quarters of a mile south- 
east of Northumberland, and by many is thought a continuation of that vein. 
It isa vein of about 3 ft. in width, well cased, and bearing about 1 ft. thickness 
of ore. A number of tons of this ore have been reduced at the Austin Mills, 
ylelding about $120 per ton, which is the best possible test of the value, The 
development consists of an incline shaft, 30 ft. in depth, which shows the cha- 
racter of the vein and the quality of the ore.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The continued stagnation in French metallurgical affairs appears 
to be giving rise to a profound feeling of discouragement. The 
treaties of commerce, as well as the »egime of warrants, continue to 
be the object of violent attacks. Besides petitions to the Senate, 
letters to the Emperor, and memoires to the Minister of Commerce, 
the Vice-President of the Champagne Committee of Forgemasters has 
published a manifesto, from which the following is an extract :—‘‘ Some years 
since, when we said that the treaty of commerce put French industry in peril, 
we only met in the official world with expressions of incredulity. Now our com- 
plaints are only denied and called in question by that St. Simonian school which 
has imagined those unwholesome utopias, the application of which has occasioned 
so great a perturbation not only in the great iron industry, but also in other 
trades, which believed themselves beyond the reach of the disastrous effects of 
English competition. They have had their time, these naturalised English and 
Belgian economists, who have had the audacity to affirm that they knew better 
than we Frenchmen what tended to the prosperity of our country. The following 
extract from the Emancipateur, of Cambrai, too much confirms our apprehensions 
as to the unfortunate position of both employers and workpeople :—‘ Let our cries 
of distress ascend to the foot of the throne; it is the sovereign who will protect 
us against the intolerable abuses of warrants, by giving us, when the time shall 
have come, the rights required for the protection of the interests of all.’’’ Some 
industrials in the East of France have just addressed to the Government a pro- 
test against certain applications for concessions of iron minerals in the depart- 
ment of the Meurthe. These concessions are solicited, it appears, by Sarre- 
bruck industrials; and the French industrials contend that the granting of 
these concessions to Prussians would occasion them au injury, which they make 
out in the following manner :—First, a concession has been granted to the Bur- 
bach forges, which contains 590 acres, and the concessions now solicited comprise 
2248 acres, making a total of 2838 acres. As cach acrecomprises, on an average, 
about 25,000 tons of minerals, the aggregate quantity in the 2833 acres is some-

As regards miscellaneous topics, it may be remarked that the works 
of the Prince Rodolphe Railway, in Styria, are advancing rapidly ; 
the line when finished will supply a direct means of communication 
between Bohemia, Trieste, and italy. It is calculated that the line 
Will yield an annual peofit of 126,700, after providing for the interest and re- 
demption of its obligations, as it runs past 32 blast-furnaces, producing more 
than 220,000 tons of pig, and consuming more than 224,000 tons of coal an- 
nually, It will also accommodate rich districts devoted to the production of 
steel and tron, and it will render practicable the working of numerous beds of 
coal and turf. The Dutch Government has let acontract for the pliers of a great 
bridge about to be constructed over the Moerdyk ; the amount of the contract is 
179,8901, In conection with the construction of ratlways in Russia, it is im- 
portant to note that the lines opened for traffic realised last year a notable pro- 
gress in their receipts as compared with 1866. In the ease of the Moscow and 
Riazan this progress was 51 per cent., in the ease of the Volga and Don 39 per 
cent., and in the case of the Riga and Dunaburg 30 pereent. ‘The last enterprise 
it will be remembered, was to some extent an English work. wag 

Chilian copper has again become quieter at Havre, but prices are 
pretty well sustained at 71/. per ton, on which terms a lot of 25 tons 
of disposable recently changed hands, At Marseilles the article has 
also supported previous rates, and the same may be said with regard 
to Paris, where Chilian in bars is quoted at71/. per ton, while Corocoro mineral 
has made 74/. per ton. The German copper markets show little change, at the 
same time, the demand is considered to be improving little by little, and the 
value of the article is fully sustained. Business in tin has become quieter on 
the Dutch markets, and a certain feebleness has succeeded to the advance re- 
cently noted in quotations. Banea tin has retrograded from 53'4 fl. to f234 fl, 
and 52! fl., without provoking important purchases on those terms. Billiton 
has also given way, and closes at 5144 fl. at Rotterdam. The Paris market has 
shown acertain indecision, in consequence of the change noted in the markets of 
Holland and England; Banea is quoted at 947, to 941. 10s. ; Straits, 937, 6s. pand 
English, 93/, per ton. At Marseilles, tin has been held more firmly, Banea and 
English realising 961, per ton, On the German markets the article has jbeen 
dealt in at former rates to mect current wants. At Rotterdam, Stolberg and 
Eschweiler lead has been rather more sought after, and has been dealt in at 
11'¢ fl. per quintal, while lead of various German marks has made 11'g fl. At 
Marscilles the sale is noted of a lot of soft lead forexportation ; lead Insaumons 
first fusion, has made 181. 4s.; ditto, second fusion, 18d. per ton; lead in shot, 
191, 10s. ; and rolled in pipes, 21, per ton, The situation has not varled ma- 
terially on the German markets; nevertheless, the aspect of those markets is a 
little more satisfactory, and the article is maintained firmly at the rates of the 
previous week. The Hamburg zine market presents searcely any animation ; at 
the same time holders, confldent in an early revival of activity, decline tomake 
further concessions, and maintain former rates firmly. The Breslau zine market 
continues quiet; affairs are rather difficult, buyers and sellers not being able to 
come to terms. Business in zine has been moderate, and prices have remained 
without notable variations; rough Silesian has made 20/. 16s., and zine from 
other sources 20/7, 4s. per ton,

Thus 
the Italian gold mines, which promised, and are still said to promise, immense 
returns, have given, for 300,000/. invested within a few years, only 10,0001, 
although a large dividend is anticipated from one of these schemes, South 
America has taken immense sums to produce the great prizes of ‘* Don Pedro 
North del Rey”’ and “St. John del Rey.’ Of course, these lately prosperous 
mines in the Brazils are not responsible for failures elsewhere. Without, hows 
ever, referring to the old and forgotten ruins of nany fortunes, we notice among 
modern mines in South America the following outlays still profitless :—

If these outlays had all been made by the proprietors of the “ Don Pedro” and 
“St. John del Rey *’ they would have been in the receipt of 10 to 12 per cent. in 
dividends for their money; but the majority of shareholders in the South 
American mines have hitherto drawn blanks, and the minority have secured 
prizes. The turn of the majority may be coming in future good times. Chon- 
tales, for example, was lately in high repute, and the shareholders who sold 
could obtain close to their own payments, and other companies have a price for 
their shares; but, on the opposite side, we exclude the compantes that have paid 
anything, although not nearly the outlay upon them—and the adverse balance 
in these cases wonld make a large sum. In these circumstances, perhaps, it 
might be prudent to delay further investments in Italy and South America 
until those now in progression become remunerative. Caution in thecommence- 
ment of these speculations quite consists with the opinion expressed in our last 
Circular, that the mining of the precious metals will repeal all evil or restrictive 
consequences of the currency laws. We have not an hour's doubt on that sub- 
ject; but this mining will be chiefly done on Anglo-Saxon ground—and the 
colonists do not bring all their‘ claims” or ** concessions ’’ for capital or sale 
here. Another and important lesson to be gathered out of the finance of mining 
is that larger returns can be obtained for a smaller outlay on our English pro- 
gressive mines that can be, or than has been, made by mining in any other quarter 
of the world ; and more could be done than has been effected at home if investors 
would turn their minds rather to domestic ventures than to those at a distance, 
remembering that even money expended here is not entirely sunk, for italways 
gives daily bread to families whose general character and industry—in Cornwall 
and Devon—are clements of strength in all periods, especially In unquiet times.

REMARKS.—A decided improvement has again manifested itself in 
the Metal Market during the past week, and business has shown itself 
much more active; some extensive orders have been given out, and 
the enquiries have been much more numerous, and there seems every 
prospect that a far more energetic state of things will now be inau- 
gurated, which we trust will not suffer any interruption, but will go 
on progressing from week to week until the accustomed activity in 
commercial affairs is again reached, and the great depression which 
has so long impended over the metal trade has entirely vanished. 
Prices generally are becoming firmer, and it is now impossible to ope- 
rate in some metals upon the advantageous terms which could be se- 
cured a short time since; still, we should say that before greater ad- 
vances occur, which are sure to be the case as trade becomes more 
lively, and the demand for metals more extensive, it would be very 
advantageous for operators not to let present opportunities slip by 
them, but to avail themselves of the comparatively low prices now 
ruling, and at once to enter into transactions which there now ap- 
pears every reason to anticipate will end in a good profit. The in- 
telligence from America of the formal impeachment of President 
Johnson by the House of Representatives at the bar of the Senate, 
and the appointment of a select committee to consider the subject, is 
much to be regretted, as it will doubtless lead to difficulties, the re- 
sult of which it is impossible to foresee, and which are sure to be de- 
trimental to the prosperity of the country, and will, in all proba- 
bility, seriously affectour trade with the United States. We shall, there- 
fore, anxiously await the decision of the committee on the subject. 

, COPPER.—There are some slight signs of improvement in this 
metal both as regards demand and price, but whether it will be per- 
manent or not remains yet to be seen. During the week English 
tough, irrespective of brands, has been offered at 732., but without 
being readily placed. Well-known brands are, however, obtaining 
better prices. Chili bars have been sold at 70/, to 702. 10s. 

Iron.—In Staffordshire there appears to be a slight improvement 
in the demand for manufactured iron, and it is hoped that as the 
navigation of the Baltic and Canadian waters will soon open, a 
continued increase may be experienced. The recovery in the ship- 
building trade is increasing the demand for plates in the Cleveland 
district, but South Staffordshire has not yet sensibly shared in the 
improvement, Several of the proprietors of blast-furnaces, acting 
individually, have effected reduction of wages to the amount of 
about 10 per cent. No reduction has, however, taken place at 
the finished ironworks, In Welsh the dulness which has rested

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LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE STEAM COALS. 
The importance of each addition to the list of officially recognised 


steam coals is quite as great to the consumer as to the proprietors of | 


the collieries at which the newly-accepted coal is produced; the re- 
sult, therefore, of the Admiralty experiments upon the steam coals 
of South Lancashire and Cheshire must have been read with general 
satisfaction—consumers in foreign countries who purchase English 
coal may anticipate the advantage of slightly diminished price, in 
consequence of additional competition in the market, whilst the coal- 
owners will have the benefit of a more extensive field for business, 
which will now be open to them. The report of the Admiralty Com- 
missioners, Messrs. NICOLL and LYNN, was fully referred to in the 
Journal of Feb. 8, and it is now proposed to give some details of the 
experiments made by the South Lancashire and Cheshire Coal Asso- 
ciation previously, with a view to prove to the Admiralty officials 
that the quality of the coal justified the coalowners in asking that 
they should be officially tested. The fears raised in the House of 
Commons that our coal fields were rapidly becoming exhausted di- 
rected public attention to the subject of coal, and some of the alarm- 
ists seemed almost inclined to regulate and limit the working of the 


collieries, so that a more favourable opportunity for calling increased | 


attention to a steam coal, hitherto recognised only in the district 


producing it, could scarcely have presented itself ; and one would have | 


supposed that the general recognition of the coal would have been 
secured by the fact being made known that the coal district of South 
Lancashire and Cheshire is the third largest coal field in the country, 
that a large capital has been embarked to develope its resources, that 
it gives direct employment to nearly 50,000 persons, and yields an 
annnal output of about 13,000,000 tons, even had there not already 
been ample evidence of the value of the coal from the enormous 
manufacturing industry which the existence of abundance of coal ad- 
mirably adapted forthe purpose of generating steam had given rise to. 
In the preface to the elaborate and valuable report of the Association’s 
experiments by Dr. RICHARDSON and Mr. LAVINGTON E. FLETCHER 
some interesting particulars are given by Mr. MASKELL W. PEACE, 
thesecretary, and, amongst other things, he states that the coalowners, 
finding many questions constantly arising which affected them as a 
body, formed themselves some years ago into a society, called the 
South Lancashire and Cheshire Coal Association, to protect and ad- 
vance the common interests of the trade, in the widest acceptation 
of the term. One of their fundamental rules is to exclude from con- 
sideration all questions relating to the price of coal and to the rate 
of wages paid to the miners. Amongst other things, its attention is 
directed to the improvement of railway and canal transit, and to the 
increase of facilities for the shipping and export of coal. In 1864, 
Mr. JOHN LANCASTER, then the President, called the attention of 
the trade to the absence of the steam coals of the district from the 
Admiralty list of coals to be supplied for the use of steam-ships in 
Her MAJESTY’snavy. It appeared that out of the numerous workable 
mines of coal in this district many were suitable for steam purposes, 
although not on the Admiralty list. The absence of almost any de- 
mand for the navy at the shipping portsof Lancashire and Cheshire 
had probably prevented any combined movement to procure the ad- 
mission to the Admiralty list of the steam coals of the district. It 
was only when the export trade of coal from the Mersey was shown 
to be seriously affected by this state of affairs that remedial measures 
were taken, Foreign orders received there for shipment of coal di- 
rected vessels to be laden with coals “on the Admiralty list,” show- 
ing 4hat it had unintentionally become a commercial standard of 
quality in foreign markets. The result was that vessels in the Mersey 
returning abroad with coal could not avail themselves of the abun- 
dant supplies ready for them in the harbours to which they had been 
sent, but were obliged to go in ballast to the ports of South Wales 
and the Tyne for their cargoes, Thus, then, a list issued by the Ad- 
miralty, perhaps the most important department of the Government, 
professing to name the steam coals of the country suitable for Her 
MAJESTY’s ships, was defective and partial in giving some, and not 
all, of the steam coals of the kingdom applicable to the purpose. 
The incompleteness of the list was considered to be alike prejudi- 
cial to the coal and general shipping trade of the district and to 
the nation at large; and thence it became an object of the Associa- 
tion either to have the value of their steam coal recognised by being 
placed on the Admiralty list, or to establish a general test by a Go- 
vernment department (accessible to all, as of right), whose certificate 
would be satisfactory in foreign commercial circles, Permission hav- 
ing been obtained of the Lords of the Admiralty for testing of the 
steam coals of the district at Keyham, the Association desiring to 
have the selection made by impartial authorities, requested the Go- 
vernment Inspectors for the locality (Messrs. DICKINSON and H1Gson) 
to select such of the steam coals as in their opinion ought to be for- 
warded to Keyham. It was deemed advisable that the Government 
trials should be superintended by some scientific gentleman on be- 
half of the trade. The advice of Dr. RICHARDSON, of the Durham 
University, was sought, and he recommended that before the coals 
were tried by the Government engineers experimental trials should 
be made at some central place in the district. This was at once 
agreed to, and Dr, RICHARDSON, by permission of the Admiralty autho- 
rities, obtained plans of the marine boiler, feeding, and test apparatus 
in use at Keyham. The Association, at considerable expense, erected 
in Wigan fac similes of the machinery, Dr. RICHARDSON and Mr. 
LAVINGTON E, FLETCHER, of the Manchester Boiler Association, an 
engineer unconnected in any way with the coal trade, being requested 
to experiment and report upon the coals. Under their supervision 
an elaborate series of trials was made, extending over 18 months, and

BOILER INSPECTION AMONGST COAL AND IRONMASTERS, 


Government inspection seems with some people to be the panscea 
for all evils. Juries who have held enquiries into accidents arising 
out of steam-boiler explosions have recommended Government in- 
spection as a means of preventing calamities of even that class, 
Whilst this is the tendency of many minds, it is not a little gratify- 
ing to note that gentlemen connected with the colliery and iron trades 
of two of the most important mining districts of the kingdom have 
themselves organised a means of inspection, accompanied with in- 
surance, which will meet all the requirements without the petty an- 
noyances incidental in many respects to Government interference, 
In the Journal of Aug. 3 last year we drew prominent attention to 
this business combination. It is gratifying to know that since that 
time it has become more extended, and that in proportion to its ex- 
tension has been its increased usefulness. They are the iron and 
coal masters of Staffordshire and of the North of England who are 
conspicuous in the movement to which we refer, The Midland 
Steam-Boiler Inspection and Assurance Company now has inits care 
| 1556 boilers in the southern district to which it relates, and 916 in 
|the northern district, being anaggregate of 2472. Of these 1070 
|are inspected, and 1402 are assured. The colliery boilers number 
1163, and those of the ironworks number 114, the total being 
made up with 195 boilers at works and mills of other descriptions, 
Still further analysing the figures, we find that 210 are fired exter- 
nally, and 362 internally ; and that they have received during the 
| year 12,952 examinations. The thoroughness of the examinations we 
| infer from the circumstance that 1340 have been internal, and that 

1625 relates to the flues. The extent to which owners have been made 
| aware of the condition of their property is shownin the fact that 1450 
reports have been made to them by the company’s inspectors. 
| These facts were made known at a meeting of the company, which 
| was, we perceive by the letter of our Staffordshire correspondent, 
| held at Wolverhampton on Wednesday afternoon last, presided over 
| by the Chairman of the Ironmasters’ Association for the time being, 
' and attended almost exclusively by other members of the trade. So 
| successful has been the combination, that during the six years it has 
; been formed only three explosions that can be at all regarded as se- 
rious have occurred, and in the past year there has been one explo- 
| sion only, and that of a comparatively trivial character. This being 
the case, it is not surprising that the number of boilers submitted to 
the care of the examiners should have increased. That they had in- 
creased was a subject for special remark, because it had happened 
irrespective of bad trade. The increase was noted as most observ- 
able in the northern district, where the ironmasters have more re- 
cently entered upon inspection than in the southern district. A few 
weeks ago the chief engineer of the company got out a very excellent 
document, intended chiefly for circulation amongst the men having 
the care of boilers. It was a dissected list of the 48 recorded explo- 
sions which happened last year, causing the death of 70 persons, and 
serious injury to 88 others; and was illustrated with sketches of the 
wrecks which certain of the boilers presented after they blew up. 
It is very easy to understand of how great service such a document 
must be in increasing at once the carefulness and also the know- 
ledge of the class of men for whom it was intended, The colliery 
proprietors and ironmasters, who are managing the Association, are 
doing all persons similarly occupied with themselves a great service 
in having had such a paper prepared, and we are glad to see that it has 
a large amount of publicity given to it. 

The report of the engineer in chief, which was presented to the 
meeting in Wilton, on Wednesday, was accompanied with some par- 
ticulars not previously made known, to which it is well that atten- 
tion should be drawn here. It transpired that during the past year 
ironworks have not contributed so many explosions as in some former 
years ; but that several explosions have taken place at collieries, 
some of the boilers having been worked upwards of 20 years. It 
may, however, be safely concluded that, even at collieries, there will 
be a diminution in the aggregate of boiler explosions with the pro- 
gress of time; for it was remarked that there is a growing desire for 
thorough examination, and that the needed facilities are increasing, 
As a result of the reports which have been made by the examiners, 
there has been in the past 12 months a larger number than hereto- 
fore of renewals of old or unsuitably shaped boilers. As has hitherto 
been the case, the boilers which have proved most dangerous are the 
Cornish, and others which, like them, have beeninternally fired. This, 
it should be noted, is not because the Cornish is more dangerous than 
any other boiler, but because the now well-known means of strengthen- 
ing the tubes were omitted in the original construction, and becausein a 
great degree they have been left without the inspection necessary to 
detect mischief by corrosion in the less accessible parts of the shell, 
to which they are peculiarly liable. It may be safely concluded that 
these difficulties, arising out of faulty construction, which have made 
them incapable, now and again, of bearing safely the ordinary pres- 
sure, will in the new boilers of the same class be overcome. 

It is manifest that, in the matter of steam-boilers, the coal and 
ironmasters of this country are moving with the times—that their 
doing so is leading to economy in life and property—and that, cer- 
tainly in this respect, there is no need for that display of the exis} 
ence of a “paternal’’ Government which some persons are anxious & 
see in operation, 








DAILY COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA. 


The suggestion to establish a daily mail route to India formed the 
subject of a very interesting paper read before tht Society of Arts, 
on Wednesday evening, by Mr. HYDE CLARKE, cotton commissioner 
in Turkey. The importauce of improving the means of communica- 
tion between England and India being beyond question, the judicious 
choice of route is undoubtedly that upon which the success or other- 
wise of any suggestion mustdepend. This fact appears to have been 
thoroughly recognised by Mr. CLARKE, who has not only chosen a 
route to which, whether geographically or politically considered, no 
objection can be taken, but one which has likewise the very great re- 
commendation that it avoids all conflict with existing interests. Mr 
CLARKE points out that the lines of railway from London and the 
European capitals constituting the great railway system now reach Basiash on 
the Danube, near Belgrade, on the Turkish and Servian frontier. For the 
junctions with Constantinople, a route of about 500 miles, which will pass 
through Adrianople, has been granted by the Sublime Porte. The line from 
Constantinople and Scutari, to Bagdad and Bussorah, of 1400 or 1590 miles, is 
also conceded. The route has to be decided on survey, and is roughly traced by 
Izmid, Kutahiah, Afioon Kara Hissar, Koniah, Ak Serai, Yenisheher, Kaisarieh, 
Aleppo, the Euphrates Valley, Bagdad, and Bussorah, with a branch to Skan- 
deroon, Seleucia, or Suedia. The gnarantee of the Government is limited to 
5 per cent.on 12,000/. a kilometre, or 20,9007. a mile. Thespecial funds set apart 
are the postal subsidies and transport of mails, the Indian telegraph receipts, 
and 1 per cent. transit duties. At the present moment the guarantee in its 
simple state will not allow of capital being raised, nor do the concessionnaires 
propose to resort to any of the accustomed modes of financing. Having got 
what may be called the collateral guarantee of the Ottoman Government, it is 
the business of the concessionnaires to make effective the revenue appropriated 
tothem.

elopment of the railway system and the augmentation 
of the transit duties. It is remarked that the line can be begun at several 
joints simultaneously. The question of labour has been solved by the operation 
Le the railway companies in Turkey, which have organised labour on the Eng- 
lish system. “The earthworks and masonry will be executed by native labouras 
well as in Europe, and the line will be as well laid. The direct advantages of 
completing the railway communication are so great that it is not necessary to 
dwell on the political advantages. Everything that improves aud insures our 
commercial correspondence with India must give us p litical advantages ; every- 
thing that contributes to the material well-being of Europe is a greater secu- 
rity from danger, and further guarantee of peace. In the single article of 
cotton, a great augmentation would take place on the line of 1500 miles, if in 
the spring the agents of a few European houses could readily and speedily tra- 
yerse the country to arrange advances for sowing, and if in the autumn they 
could get in their produce from the growers, have it ginned by English gins, 
and be assured of its rapid transmission to their own warchouses in the ports 
of shipment. P Dae 

With regard to the probable effect of the line, it is observed that 
in India the impulse of railway transit has caused a production be- 
yond the present means of the railways to transport. Another im- 
portant country must not be lost sight of—Persia. It has always been a great 
object with English as with French adventurers to communicate with Persia. 
Now, no means which have been devised will effect this so surely as through rail- 
way transit. At present in every direction Persia finds difficulties in exporting 
her productions, but by the railway Persia will not only obtain a means of ex- 
porting produce, but will obtain capital, capitalists, the appliances of produc- 
tion, the means of internal development, and a protection against foreign ag- 
gression. The advantages of this route as a postal and passenger route de- 
pend on its directness and thereby shorter length, and on its rapidity of transit. 
Where a reduction of transit tells most materially Is by its double effect in re- 
ducing the course of post. Thus the single post to Bombay will be 12 days in- 
stead of 22, ora saving of 944 days, and the course of post wiil be 25 days in- 
stead of 44, plus the interval of mails, or (say) 51 days. Thus in a year 15 sets 
of letters or communications can be dispatched instead of seven. ‘She advan- 
tages to passengers are of a corresponding nature, for in case of need it will 
be possible to get to and from London and Bombay ina month. In these cal- 
culations no account is taken of the ultimate completion of the railway system 
from Bussorah to India, nor of the Indus Valley Railways, which will further 
facilitate and shorten the communication with the Punjaub and the north- 
western provinces of India. When this takes place the distance between London 
and Caleutta will be performed in from 10 to 12 days, and ultimately, most 
likely, in a still shorter period. Thus, in whatever light this important measure 
be regarded, it is found to be fraught with great advantages to this empire and 
to the world at large. : y 

The reading of the paper, which was most favourably received, was 
followed by an animated discussson. Mr, ANDREWS considered that 
such a line would be the salvation of Turkey, as well as the consoli- 
dationof English power in India, but observed that there was another 
line which would cost less than the line mentioned, whilst both ends 
would be under the protection of our own forces, which he should 
prefer, as it would be always open to us, whilst the line suggested by 
Mr, CLARKE’S paper could only be used in a time of profound peace. 
The line which he (Mr, ANDREWS) recommended was one which 
should connect the Mediterranean with the head of the Persian Gulf. 
Mr, AUSTIN be- 
lieved that a railway might be carried quite through Affghanistan 
to Cabul, and that it would civilise the natives as it advanced. A 
portion of such a line would get traffic at the rate of 35/. per mile per 
week, and would so far be self-supporting. Mr.F.W.CAMPIN feared 
a 12 days’ journey by rail would be too great a strain on the nerves 
and strength of ordinsry passengers. ‘The Chairman (Col. SYKEs, 
M.P., F.R.S8.), in closing the discussion, remarked that he should 
wish, of course, for improved communication with India; but the 
question was, where would they get the money? They would not get 
it from England, and, most probably, not from India. Neither did 
he believe inthe permanence of a Turkish guarantee. Mr, CLARKE, 
in acknowledging the vote of thanks given him by acclamation, most 
ably combated the objections which had been taken to his project, 
and expressed the conviction that when it shall have been more 
maturely considered they would be found to be untenable,

Tron TRADE CONFERENCE.—The “ Society of Arts Journal” states 
that during the last 12 months the attention of the iron trade has been 
invited to many features connected with the relations of this industry 
to foreign competitors, to the development of the iron manufacture 
in other countries, to proposed methods for improving the quality and 
economical production of iron and steel, and to many subjects of con- 
siderable importance to the interests of the British iron trade,  Itis 
therefore, thought that a conference of British iron manufacturers 
might advantageously be held during the next general meeting of the 
Associated Chamber of Commerce in London, say on or about the 
sixth of March next, when such subjects as the following might be 
discussed :—Statistics of home and foreign irontrades. Foreigncom- 
petition : Natural advantages possessed by our foreign competitors ; 
advantages resulting from better methods of manufacture, economi- 
cal processes, utilisation of waste products, orcheaper labour. Manu- 
facture : Means suggested for increasing the effective work of men 
employed in the different branches of iron manufacture ; for encou- 
raging greater efficiency and economy in the puddling procees ; for 
extending the application of machinery totheiron manufacture ; for 
securing skilled managers in the several departments of the manu- 
facture. Legislation : Enactments in operation or proposed which 
press upon the iron trade; measures considered desirable to get in- 
troduced by the Legislature. Labour: Information bearing upon 
experiments which have been made with a.view to promote better 
understanding between employers and employed. 


THE DoUBLE-SHIFT SYSTEM IN WALES,—Our readers are already 
aware that since the late distressing colliery explosion at the Ferndale 
Colliery, whereby such a lamentable loss of life occurred, strenuous 
efforts have been made by several of the large colliery proprietors of 
the South Wales district to inaugurate some means whereby such 
calamities might be prevented in the future. Several plans have 
been suggested, some practical others utterly worthless; but the ge- 
neral opinion of colliery proprietors, engineers, &c., is that the double- 
shift system, as suggested by Mr. NIXON, of the Navigation Collieries, 
Aberdare, is, at all events, one which ought to have a fair trial in 
the South Wales district. We need not now refer to the many ad- 
vantages which Mr, NIXON alleges would result from the collieries 


» being worked upon this principle, but would simply remark that as 


the double-shift system seems to be adopted in the North of England 
with such benefit to the proprietor and the collier, there does not ap- 
pear any tangible reason why similar advantages should not result 
from its adoption in South Wales. Mr, NIXON, however, in his let- 
ters to the newspapers, and also in the pamphlet which he has pub- 
lished, foretold that great obstacles would be found in the way to the 
general adoption of the plan in this district, the principal of which 
objections he predicted would be amongst the working colliers. Un- 
fortunately, Mr. NIxon has proved right in his surmises, for already 
a most organised opposition has been inaugurated amongst the col- 
liers to the plan of Mr, NIxon being put into practical operation—in 
fact, to its even being tried in the South Wales district. It is cer- 
tainly much to be deplored that such opposition should be found to 
exist amongst the men, especially when it is considered that the 
adoption of the plan by the proprietors is prompted wholly and solely 
to protect the livesof the workmen. Were the working colliers more 
educated they would not so easily condemn a system without its 
having been fairly tried; they would rather be more ready to help 
forward any means which practical managers suggested to render 
the mines better ventilated, and, consequently, more safe. The op- 
position which has already sprung up in the South Wales district has 
had the effect of preventing the plan being tested in some collieries, 
for, during the present depression, anything tending to hinder the 
work would be injudicious and prejudicial to the interests of all. 
It will probably be remembered that the same spirit of opposition at 
first manifested itself upon the introduction of the “ pillar and stall” 
system, and many modern improvements have been regarded as “in- 
novations ;” in fact, it is not too much to say that the opposition of 
the working collier has, in many instances, prevented substantial 
improvements being carried out in the mine, for owners and mana- 
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which is sure to be aroused. We find, in reference to the double- 
shift system, that last week a large meeting of colliers was held, at 
which delegates from the various collieries in the Merthyr, Aberdare, 
and Rhondda Valleys attended, and the system was very generally 
condemned. The men contended that as each man would endeavour 
to get as much coal as he possibly could during his turn, he being 
paid per ton, that he would be utterly regardless as to the condition 
he left the pit in to his successor, and, as the removal of rubbish, &e., 
was not paid for, this would have to be removed before the next 
“turn” could work, and would occupy much of the time which other- 
wise would be spent in cutting coal. They also alleged that it was 
impossible that each man could clear up his stall by the time the 
shift expired; but why it is “impossible” such should be the case 
we cannot pretend to tell, If the men have no stronger reasons to 
urge against the plan than those adduced at their late meeting, then 
we venture to express a hope that they will give those proprietors 
who are anxious to try the system every opportunity for so doing, 
and not condemn a plan untried and unknown. As we have before 
remarked, the one great object of the proprietors is the safety of the 
men—an earnest desire to prevent such a sacrifice of life as has, un- 
fortunately, too often occurred in this district, and therefore it is 
the working collier should have contidence in his employers, and in 
those plans which his practical experience suggests for the mutual 
benefit of all concerned. 








MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY, 
Patent Agent and Adviser, Memb. Soc. Arts, Assoc. Soc. Eng. 

The world of industrial science has reason to regret another loss 
by the irresistible hand of death. Mr. WILLIAM HERAPATH, of 
Bristol, long and eminently distinguished as an analytical chemist 
of celebrated ability, died on the 13th of the present month. His 
knowledge of chemistry as applied to useful arts and purposes had 
achieved for him a great and well-merited reputation. Some years 
ago his name appeared in the patent list. His decease is a fresh loss 
to industrial science, which has recently had so many bereavements 
to deplore. 

Mr. FREDK. HOLMEs has specified a patent relating to the construc- 
tion of pumps. He states that from about the middle of a pump-barrel, having 
a double piston or two pistons (the upper of which is a bucket-piston), he car- 
ries down on the same rod a pipe, which terminates at its lower end. In the 
liquid to be raised a pipe leads from the upper part of the barrel, to deliver the 
liquid raised by the first-named pipe. From the bottom of the pump-barrel Is 
carried down a pipe, which also terminates at its lower end in a box or cham- 
ber, immersed in the liquid, and filled with it; such box or chamber is closed 
at all points, except that it is provided with inlet-valves,and that a pipe Is car- 
ried up from its lower part to deliver the liquid. It is preferred to employ two 
pump barrels and two sets of pipes, the two pumps acting alternately. 

A provisional specification of Mr. JOHN HENRY JOHNSON, of Lin- 
coln’s Inn- fields, rclating to the treatment and purification of oils (communi- 
eated from abroad), states that considerable advantages are atterdant on the 
employment of caustic alkalies and of the alkaline earths, and the following 
method for their employment is attended with good results. Colza or other oll 
is placed in a boiler, and a solution of caustic soda or other alkall is added to 
it gradually ; the two are then well agitated, and after thorough incorporation 
has been effected the temperature is gradually raised to about 200° Fahr., taking 
care not to exceed this point by many degrees. By the application of heat, the 
congulated impurities, conerete, &e., subside, and their separation may be 
effected by filtration or otherwise, and the oil, after having been allowed to 
cool, is filtered in the ordinary manner, and is then ready for the market. The 
scum or impurities thus separated are collected, and placed in cloths or sacks, 
and submitted to hydraulic or other pressures, so as to separate a further quan- 
tity of oil, and the cake remaining may be employed for the production of 
common soap, or the residue may be treated with acids, and the fatty acids be 
obtained toerefrom, 

Mr. ROBERT LAKE, of Southampton-buildings, has specified a patent 
for machinery for manufacturing metal tubes. These relate to machinery for 
forming tubes or pipes, with a lap-joint, from sheet metal, the object being to so 
construct and arrange the parts of the machine that the successive operations 
upon the plate or strip of metal, to shape it into cylindrical form, and to make 
and finish the joint, are performed automatically. The material, in the form of 
a plate or long flat strip, is fed into the machine at one end by the mechanism, 
and is thence passed on, by a series of feed, guide, and bending rolls, which act 
in such a manner as to gradually bend the platearound a stationary cylindrical 
mandril, so as to bring the opposite edges together, lapping one edge over the 
other, and bending the edges thus joined down to the cylindrical surface of the 
mandril, the sheet or strip being tinally delivered from the opposite end of the 
machine in the form of a finished tube. The chief features in the novelty of 
the invention are the general arrangement of mechanism for effecting the con- 
struction of the tube and the details of mechanism by which the successive ope- 
ratious are performed. 

Messrs.JOHN SHARP HENDERSON and JOHN MACINTOSH have spe- 
cified machinery and apparatus employed in the manufacture of metallic cases. 
These consist in bending sheets of tinned tron-plate or other metal to the re- 
quired shape on cylinders, and in effectually soldering them whilst on the eylin- 
ders. The metallic plates are introduced in succession between two cylinders 
or rollers, the upper roller being acted upon by a spring, and the under or larger 
roller, round which the plates pass, bas a check or groove upon its surface, which 
forms the necessary seam upon each plate ; this lower forming cylinder or roller 
moves in a hollowed out case, with a clearance for the plates to pass free, and 
as soon as the plate has the cylindrical form imparicd to it the solder is applied 
by soldering-bolts having an automatic parallel action, or they may be soldered 
by hand-bolts, in the ordinary manner, These bolts are so formed that their 
points remain perpendicular in any given are of their revolution, the solder- 
pot being placed in such contiguous position that on being turned back the bolt 
dips sufficiently decp to lift the supply necessary for each seam, The machinery 
is equally applicable to the manufacture of cases with overlapping seams, which 
require no soldering, by simply modifying the form of cheek on the case form- 
ing the cylinder or roller, the plates to be so bent having their ends first bent 
over before being put into the machine, so as to fit into a groove formed in the 
bending roller, into which they are compressed, for the purpose of imparting 
the cylindrical form. 

Messrs. GASTALDETTI and VANZINA have recently specified some 
patented machinery relating to the preparation of plants of the palm tribe, and 
other vegetable substances, for the production of fibrous materials and paper 
pulp (as a communication to myself). The invention comprises two sets of 
machines, one consisting of an arrangement of grooved rollers, for crushing or 
titurating the substance with appliances for feeding water: and the other isa 
set of combs, combined with a roller, capableof revolving partially in two direc- 
tions of motion alternately. . 

Among recent applications for patents relating to Metals, Mining, 
and Minerals may be cited Mr. Hoa, of Edinburgh, for gas-burners,—Mr. 
FARMER, of Barrow-in-Furness, crushing, breaking, and hammering machinery, 
useful for crushing stone and minerals and hammering iron, steel, brass, cop- 
per, and other substances, and in forming wrought-steel bells.—Mr. MUMMEN- 
HOFF, of St. Mary Axe, for compositions for building blocks and building (com- 
munication from Mr. N. Schroder, of Creuznach, Rhenish Prussia).—Mr. J 
WALKER, of Poole, for ornamental tiles, slabs, bricks, and other articles.—Mr. 
R. LAKE, of Southampton-buildings, kilns and apparatus for the manufacture 
of bricks.—Mr. BeTrs, of City-road, producing trade-marks and designs on me- 
tallic capsules.—Mr,. H. CHAMBERLAIN, of Wakefield, for compressed bricks.— 
Messrs. J. HIGGINBOTHAM and L. Moore, of Manchester, turning, grinding, 
and polishing metal and othercylinders.—Mr. KIRKLAND, of Liverpool, pumps.

RocK-CUTTING AND TUNNELLING MACHINE.—We had occasion, 
in 1865, to mention the rock-cutting machine of M. PAULIN Gay, of 
Paris, but we were unable to give full details, as the machine was 
neither perfected nor fully designed. It has now been completed, 
and although not in time for the Paris Exhibition, has since been 
brought into play, practically, to saw the enormous block of mala- 
chite, exhibited by Prince Demidoff, into ten portions. This cutting 
apparatus is a thin circular disc of lead, about 5 millimetres thick, 
turning on a horizontal axis at the rate of 150 revolutions a minute. 
Above this disc there is placed a sheet-iron vessel, containing a thin 
“ grout” of emery and water, which flows, through a cock, upon that 
part of the leaden disc in contact with therock. This rock is placed 
under the disc, and rests upon a chariot, which advances according 
as the sawing takes place. M. Philippon, machine constructor, of 
No. 228, rue Saint-Maur, Paris, has constructed, in concert with the 
inventor, an apparatus for piercing tunnels and for boring galleries 
in quarries and mines. It is a sort of perforator, in which the pre- 
ceding machine is somewhat modified ; and it consists of a sort of 
lever, oscillating on a horizontal axis, passing through its middle, 
and furnished at one extremity with two discs of lead, turning with 
a velocity of 200 revolutions a minute, while the other extremity is 
fitted with a handle, by which a man can raise or lower the lever. 
Thus, two vertical and parallel slits can be cut in the rock, and of 


| projecting of the emery on the disc is effected by means of a forcing 
| pump, placed on the framework which supports the balanced beams, 
and furnishing, by means of a pipe, the mixture of emery and water 
| to the point of contact of the disc and rock. Besides the rapidity 
| of action, which we will give in detail presently, the great advan- 
tage is in the absence of powder, and the rock being less fissured, 
| The following are the surfaces of rock cut through by Gay’s machine, 
| in the day of 10 hours, in different rocks :—In compact granite of 
Bretagne, 2 square metres (2"4 square yards); Swedish porphyry, 
I'S square yard; Breechia, with nodules of silex, called Galilet, 
+6 to 1L0°8 square yards ; very hard Lanquidoe marble from Carrara, 
14 to 16°7 square yards; Grimaux lias, 19 to 215 square yards, For 
the sawing of building stone we thus see what rapidity is obtained 
and what advantages will result from the use of this machine, when 
we consider that since 1850 there have entered into Paris a mil- 
lion cubic metres of stone, the greater portion of which arrives in 
immense blocks, to be sawn in the yard where they are prepared. 





REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 

Fes. 26.—Very little difference exists in the iron or coal trade of 
the district since our last report. It appears that for some time past 
different parties have attempted to negotiate with the proprietor, Mr. 
Bathurst, for working the iron ore under the Lydney estate, but from 
causes unknown the affair fell through. However, very recently Mr, 
Thomas Allaway, of Lyduey, has been more successful, and now holds 
the whole of the iron ore under the estate on lease at a royalty—it is 
reported of ls. per ton—on all ores raised in connection with this 
mining project. Blast-furnaces are mentioned, but the principal 
thing is to discover ore in suflicient quantities to justify the expen- 
diture necessary for such erections. We have often heard it said, 
years since, that ore could be fouud in great abundance under this 
estate sullicient for all the furnaces in the district; but up to the pre- 
sent time the explorations carried on for the above adventurer do 
not seem to favour the notion generally entertained that large quan- 
tities of ore can be found in the ground, We understand that the 
Severn and Wye Tramway Company will have their broad gauge line 
laid up to Parkend about the end of June. This is a step in the 
right direction, but it is buying wisdom late, and at a high price. The 
locomotive engines ordered by this company for running on common 
edged rails never did duty well, on account of the road not being of 
a sufficiently permanent character; experienced engineering skill, 
however, ought to have foreseen the results, and have avoided the 
failure and consequent expenditure. 

The Bowson, or Great Western Deep Colliery Company, are still 
winding at the water in their works, and although this expense is con- 
stant there appears no disposition on the part of the proprietors to 
putdown pumps. We understand that the men employed by Mr. Jack- 
son, at the Kast Slade Colliery, have gone into work on the proposed 
reduction. A fatal accident occurred to Emmanuel James, at the 
China Engine Mine Works, belonging to the Dean Forest Iron Com- 
pany: it appears that James worked the night shift with another man, 
in driving the heading, and having charged a hole as usual, and set 
fire to the fuse, the powder exploded, but failed to bring away the 

piece of rock intended ; James again charged the hole with powder, 
and while in the act of withdrawing the wire, or “pricker,”’ the powder 
exploded, and killed him; the other man was sadly injured, but is in 
a likely way to recover. In our last report we stated that it was very 
likely that the Dean Forest Central Railway would soon be brought 
into use, and this statement appears to be corroborated by the fact of 
an engine being brought on the line; whether or not this is another 
false appearance time must prove. 











REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
FEB, 26.—The general trade of the district is considered to be gra- 
dually improving, but the export of coal, iron, and other products 
cun only become brisk when the weather is more moderate and settled. 
There has been a succession of severe gales, with very little inter- 
mission, during the present year, and it is remarkable that the storm 
signals, which were only resumed a few days ago, appear to be cal- 
culated to do much good. On Monday, at 2 o'clock, P.M., a telegra- 
phic message was received at Shields, stating that a gale might be 
expected, and a few hours afterwards a severe gale was experienced 
from the north-west, which continued during the greater part of the 
night. The yearly bindings of underground men at the collieries in 
Durham were proceeded with, on Saturday, at the collieries of Messrs. 
Elliott and Co., and also at several others. As a rule the old rates 
have been adhered to, and this, we believe, will be the case pretty 
generally, although the general bindings will not take place until a 
fortnight hence. The only case where there has been an advance 
was at the Thornley Collieries, in the southern part of Durham. In 
the present state of the trade no competition can take place formen, 
and, therefore, the old prices will be generally retained. A consi- 
derable number of Cornish and Staffordshire men have b2en brought 
into the district during the past few years, and many of these, hav- 
ing been trained to the mode of working and living here, will remain 
permanently, It is gratifying to observe that in most localities im- 
proved houses are being erected for the miners, and also increased 
attention is being directed to the drainage of the ground where those 
dwellings are erected. Immense strides have been made in this di- 
rection during the past few years, but still very much remains to be 
done. At many of the large works in Northumberland, where the 
site of the villages are very tlat, and, consequently, difficult to drain, 
the mortality among children has been very great. 

On Tuesday the weekly iron market at Middlesborough was well 
attended, and it is evident that the establishment of the market has 
supplied a want most urgently felt, and it is likely to prove of great 
service not only to the iron trade, but also to the coal and coke and 
other kindred trades, As the iron trade improves the demand for 
coke increases, and more enquiries were made for the article on Tues- 
day, and no doubt some anxiety will be shown soon to enter into 
contracts for considerable periods, The shipments of pig-iron are 
increasing and stocks decreasing, while the prices continue very firm. 
The demand for angle and ship iron is also improving. The closing 
prices were as follow :—No. 1, 47s, 6d.; No. 3, 43s, 6d.; No. 4, 42s, 6d, 
nett cash. 

The greatest interest continues to be displayed respecting the ma- 
nufacture of steel from Cleveland ore, but no further advance has 
been made since our last notice. Nomoresamples have been shown, 
but the next move is to be the rolling of a steel rail, and specimens 
of those rails are expected to be forthcoming next week, from the 
works of Fox, Head,and Co. Other makers will also show specimens 
of rails, as they are preparing to manufacture very shortly, 


PRESENTATION AT THE TEESDALE IRONWORKS, SOUTH STOCK- 
TON.—About 300 of the workmen of the Teesdale Ironworks, with their wives 
and friends, met on Saturday, to present Mr. Thomas Howard Head, the late 
senior partner, with a magnificent ormulu clock as a mark of their esteem, on 
the occasion of his leaving Stockton to join a firm in London. Mr. James King- 
ston, the oldest man in the works, said te was to have made the presentation, 
but he begged that the manager, Mr. Pearson, would perform that duty. He 
might say, however, that he had been in Mr. Head's employ since the comimence- 
ment of the Teesdale Works, and he had always found him a good and kind mas- 
ter. Mr. Pearson then presented Mr. Head with the splendid clock in a glass 
shade, altogether worth 401. Inscribed on it were the words :—“ Presented to 
Thomas Howard Head, Esq., by the employees of Teesdale Ironworks, asa mark 
of the high esteem in which he has been held during the 12 years he has been 
seniorpartner.’’

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


FEB, 27,—If there is any change in the state of the Iron Trade 
it is, perhaps, rather better, but the improvement applies only toa few 
works, and is in no case more than trifling. The great reduction in 
the make of pig-iron is operating to reduce stocks, and that depart- 
ment of the trade may be said to be more healthy. This week the 
failure of Mr. John Jones, of the Green Lane Furnaces, Walsall, and 
of the Bulfield Coke-Works, Netherton, isannounced. Acircular has 
also just been issued, stating that Messrs. Murcott, Wright, and Co., 
of the Lanesfield Ironworks, Spring Vale, Wolverhampton, have 
found it necessary to suspend payment, and recommending the wind- 
ing-up of the whole estate, and the appointment ofinspectors. We 
are informed (says the Birmingham Daily Post) that the suspension 
is due to the heavy outlay from time to time required to keep the 
Lanesfield Works in running condition, and particularly to the ex- 
penses incidental to an extensive breakage of machinery very re- 
cently, which stopped a large portion of the concern for more than 
six weeks. Some 8000/, or 10,0001. have been expended upon the 
works, and the bad debts have amounted to 5000/. The firm is greatly 
respected, and every sympathy has been expressed towards them from 
the moment the probability of their suspension was first discussed. 
This may well be so, for the partners are able to say that which is 
possiblein only very few suspensions—that, excepting a mere pittance 
as salary for inanaging, received by Mr. Murcott, no one of the part- 
ners has received anything out of the concern, notwithstanding that 
every one of the three has invested his all in it. The suspension will 
be very seriously felt by the workpeople, who are rumerous, the 
works having comprised 40 furnaces and six mills. 

For some time it has been pointed out in this letter that the state 

of the iron trade has lately been most trying for makers with limited 
capital. The pressure has been increased by the refusal of the ma- 
jority of the great ironmasters, who compose the committee of the 
trade, to reduce wages, as has been done in other iron districts, and 
it is merely repeating the talk of the Exchanges to say that it is 
pretty generally alleged that the object has been to get rid, by a weed- 
ing process, of the competition of needy masters. If this has been 
the motive, it has certainly been secured very amply. 

The workmen at the Shropshire lronworks are, contrary to expecta- 
tion, on strike against a reduction of wages, It is hardly likely the 
men can hold out long. The puddlers are resisting the proposal of 
Mr. F. Smith, agent to the Karl of Dudley, for the payment of the 
underhand puddlers at the office, by the masters, of three-tenths of 
the amount paid for puddling, instead of, as at present, leaving the 
payment to the puddler himself. Several modifications of the scale 
of payment in ironworks are quietly going on, especially in the con- 
tracts for the millwork, which it has often been alleged are excessive, 

The Hardware Trades of Birmingham and South Staffordshire show 
a slight degree of improvement, but short time is very general. The 
South American trade, generally, is tolerably good, and the West 
Indian rather better. The orders for Australia are small, and whilst 
Calcutta is doing a quiet trade there are scarcely any specifications 
coming from Bombay. It is worthy of note that the Birmingham 
Small Arms Company (Limited) is paying an interim dividend at 
the rate of 20 per cent, per annum. 

A general meeting of the Wolverhampton and Walsall Railway 
Company was held, on Monday, at Wolverhampton, the Ear] of Lich- 
field, chairman of the company, presiding. The line will furnish a 
direct route between these towns, instead of the very circuitous routes 
at present available. It was reported that Messrs. Brassey and Co, 
are pushing on the works with energy, and both the North-Western 
Company and the Midland had acted liberally towards the line. 

The meeting of the Birmingham Wagon Company was held on Mon- 
day, anda very satisfactory account was given of the position of the 
company. Considering the depression of trade, it is very satisfactory to 
find that 2 company like this can pay 10 per cent., and leave a con- 
siderable balance. At the annual meeting of the Birmingham So- 
ciety of Arts and School of Design, on Wednesday, Mr. H. B. Cole, 
C.B., gave a very satisfactory account of the position of the school, 
compared with schools in other large towns, The necessity of a new 
and much larger building was strongly urged. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 
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Fes. 27.—The iron and coal trades throughout the whole of Derby- 
shire remain in the same quiet state which has characterised them 
for some time past. At several of the large establishments, the men 
engaged in the various departments connected with the manufacture 
of iron have unconditionally submitted to the reduction of wages, 
rendered necessary by the action taken by the ironmasters in nearly 
every part of the kingdom. At the extensive works at Staveley, 
where there is, probably, the largest foundry in the kingdom, the 
workmen have been kept rather better at work than at most other 
places in the county. The demand for coal is by no means active, 
and this is easily discernible by the many wagons, loaded and un- 
loaded, to be seen at all the stations on the Midland Line. There is 
a moderate business being done on the Erewash Valley line, a good 
deal of the coal from the Plumptree and some other collieries finding 
its way into the fast improving district of Wellingborough, where 
several new blast-furnaces are being put up, and in which the iron- 
stone is found in almostendless quantities in all parts of the county. 

The Sheffield trades remain unaltered, there being very little de- 
mand for either iron or steel goods, the minor branches in particular 
being very slack indeed. Throughout the district, however, the fur- 
naces continue in blast, so that stocks of iron increase rapidly. At 
Milton and Elsecar the puddlers have resumed work at the reduced 
rates, and there is now a much better prospect of a tolerably good 
season than there has been, seeing that the Messrs. Dawes have for 
years past been in the habit of doing a very large trade with Russia 
during the time the Baltic ports remain open. At Normanton there 
is rather more doing, and the puddling furnaces and mills there are 
doing more than since work was resumed, There is rather more 
doing in the South Yorkshire district in steam coal, for Grimsby in 
particular, as well as for Hull. As might be expected, from the 
open and mild character of the weather, house coal has been in 
very moderate request, so that there has been a considerable 
falling off in the business to London andthe South. There israther 
more doing in engine fuel, so that slack is not now accumulating. 
Asa rule, short time is becoming general, and a strike at the Silk- 
stone Fall Colliery appears inevitable. At the present time more 
than 30 men belonging to that colliery are on the funds of the asso- 
ciation, and it is expected that the entire body of men working there 
will give in their notices at the end of the week. The dispute in 
South Derbyshire, which has been long upheld by the South York- 
shire Miners’ Association, remains in statu quo, the masters having 
again intimated in the most emphatic manner their determination 
on no account whatever to employ Union men, Those out are main- 
tained at a cost of nearly 3007. a week, but it is questionable whe- 
ther that sum will be provided much longer. 

The opening of the Oaks Colliery is still progressing but very 
slowly. Men are employed night and day to clear the workings, 

Up to the present time they have got about 70 or 80 yards in the di- 


rection of the cupola, and have cleared the main road that distance. 
On Monday, the Government Inspectors, Messrs. G. W. Southern, FN. 
Wardel, and J. Dickinson, descended the shaft. They also visited the 
stone drift at the request of the managers, and found that the shot so 
prominently spoken to at the inquest had been blown through, so that 
at last that much-debated question is set at rest. 

The first selected armour-plate, of 64 in.in thickness, manufactured 
for the Captain turret-ship by Messrs. C. Cammell and Co. (Limited), Cyclops 
Steel and Iron Works, Sheflield, was tested on board the Thunderer, target-ship, 
at Portsmouth, under the superintendence of Capt. A. Hood, C.B., commanding 
the gunnery-ship Excellent. The plate measured 16 ft. in length by 38 in, in 
breadth, and weighed 5 tons 12 ewt. It was bolted on to tie 40 in, timber back- 
ing the proof-room target bulkhead of the Thunderer, and six 8-in. spherical 
shots were fired at itfrom a distance of 25 ft. Allsix of the shots struck within 
aspace of 19 square inches, and the results apparently placed the plate above 
the average of what are now considered “ good ”’ plates, but its classification 
will not begiven until it has been taken down from its present position, and its 
reverse side examined. Mr. George Wilson was present as the representative of 
Messrs. C. Cammell and Company. 

At the Midland Iron Company (Limited) annual meeting, held at 
Masborough, on Friday, Mr. J. Morrison, of Neweastle, presiding, the report of 
the directors was unanimously adopted, and a dividend for the half-year ending 
Dec. 31, amounting to 15 per cent., was declared, making, with the interim di- 
vidend paid in September, a total dividend of 25 per cent. on paid-up capital 
for the year. 

Mr. S. Firth, of Leeds, has applied to patent an invention of “im- 
provements in machinery for cutting coal, stone, or other minerals.’’ 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 

Fes. 27.—The reports received from the various ironworks in the 
district during the past week possess no feature of interest, the dul- 
ness which has from week to week been referred to in the trade has 
not in any way been modified, depression being quite as general as 
it has been at any time during the last 18 months. At one or two of 
the works the hands are a little better employed than they have been 
for some time past,.but short time continues to be the rule at nearly 
all the establishments. It is somewhat difficult to say how long the 
present unsatisfactory state of things will continue; and although 
iron is now produced at a cheaper rate than formerly—owing to a 
reduction in wages from 10 to 15 per cent.—it does not seem to have 
had any effect as yet in stimulating the demand. Notwithstanding 
the present unsatisfactory position, there appears to be a general im- 
pression among makers that a better state of things will before long 
dawn upon them, and that the depression, which has so long pre- 
vailed, will pass away, and a return to something like vigour and 
activity may be looked for at no distant date. It cannot be denied 
but present prospects are decidedly more encouraging than they were 
at the corresponding period of last year; butso far as present actual 
operations are concerned, the trade cannot be quieter than it is at 
present. A considerable quantity of rails continue to be shipped to 
the American markets, and as enquiries from that country are gra- 
dually increasing, it is highly probable that by the time present or- 
ders are completed stocks will have become considerably reduced. 
The intelligence lately received from America is certainly far from 
satisfactory, but it may, probably, have been occasioned to suit party 
purposes, and it is to be hoped that nothing will arise to interfere 
with commercial transactions between the two countries, for should 
such, unfortunately, prove to be the case, it would cause a severe 
loss to this district, as iroumasters are now looking forward for some 
large orders to arrive from that side of the Atlantic. To the con- 
tinental and other foreign markets the clearances continue on a very 
small scale, and there is no movement whatever in prices. Advices 
from Russia are considered favourable as to future requirements, and 
heavy engagements are looked forward to from that market. On 
home account, although no decided improvement has taken place in 
the demand, yet there is a more cheerful feeling in the trade, and the 
advance which has been established inthe railway market strengthens 
the belief that a positive revival is at hand. Pig-iron is purchased 
more freely, and quotations are fairly maintained. Enquiries for 
Tin-Plates are steadily increasing, and export orders are becoming 
more numerous, at something like satisfactory rates, 

Steam coal proprietors are tolerably well placed for orders, prin- 
cipally for the East and French markets, but shipments continue 
below the average at this season of the year. This, ina great mea- 
sure, has been occasioned by the dispute between the masters and 
men relative to the reduction in wages, but at the same time it can- 
not be denied that there has been a slight falling off in the demand. 
In Glamorganshire very few of the colliers continue on strike ; and, 
as a rule, the men are pretty regularly employed. The managers of 
the Rhos Llantwit Colliery have intimated their intention of taking 
steps to secure fresh hands unless the men yield at once, and it is 
understood that those steps have been already commenced ; and what 
is a glaring contradiction on the part of the men, is that at all the 
other collieries in the neighbourhood the reduction has been sub- 
mitted to. In Monmouthshire the colliers have gone in on a redue- 
tion of 10 per cent. at the Varteg and Varteg Hill Collieries, and 
although repeated attempts have been made to induce them to turn 
out again, they still continue to work, and have expressed their de- 
termination to adhere to their resolution to accept the drop. Inti- 
midations of the worst character continues to be practised at Aber- 
carne and Abertillery, and the proprietors of the former pit (the 
Ebbw Vale Company) have given notice to all the men on strike 
living in their houses to leave, which, it is believed, is a preliminary 
to the introduction of fresh hands. The Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs has been communicated with in reference to the intimida- 
tions and violence practised; and,in reply, Mr, Hardy points out that 
the civil authorities (the magistrates and police) are the proper par- 
ties to interfere. It so happens, however, that nearly all the magis- 
trates are either directly or indirectly connected with the coal trade, 
and in consequence they feel some delicacy in acting, for their actions 
would only be too readily attributed to a desire to coerce the men. 
What will be the ultimate result of the struggle it is very difficult to 
predict, but one thing is quite clear, that the more violence the turn- 
outs show the less likely they are of succeeding in their point. 

The case of the Aberaman Ironworks v. Wickens was heard in the 
Vice-Chancellor’s Court on Saturday. In December last his Honour referred 
to the difficnlty of the case, and suggested that the parties should come to some 
arrangement. The attempt to settle the dispute having failed, his Honour said 
he would endeavour to decide the case, but he would first hear the question 
argued whether this bill, being a bill simply for the return of a deposit, could 
be sustained. Sir Roundell Palmer, Q.C., having opened the case, the Vice- 
Chancellor sald that he was satisfied that on the question of acreage there was 
a common mistake. The description was general, and all parties considered 
the quantity stated in 1825 as conveyed to Mr. Bailey as being correct. He was 
satisfied there was no mala fides. In his opinion the property of the company 
would just as Ilkely have been secured with the limited acreage as with the full 
quantity, and the recession of the compact by them was wholly without ex- 
cuse. If Mr. Wickens had taken a different course, and he and Mr. Crawshay 
Bailey had acted in concert, he might have said with perfect justice, ** You 
must ‘complete, or forfeit the deposit.’’ Sir Roundell Palmer, Q.C., having re- 
plied, his Honour reserved his judgment. 

The month’s notice given at the Beaufort Works expired on Mon- 
day, but instead of the works being stopped, Mr. Crawshay Bailey, one of the 
principal partners, has given orders for the construction of additional coke 
ovens, and other alterations, which indicate rather a brisk carrying on than a 
stoppage. 

The Ebbw Vale Company (Limited) have issued a circular to their 
shareholders proposing to reduce their shares from 501, to 821. each, which is a 
smaller amount than was intended, according to the original prospectus, to be 
called up. As a matter of course,a new company would have to be formed, and 
it is highly probable the reduction, if carried out, will prove beneficial to the 
interests of this vast company by creating a greater degree of firmness in the 
securities than they have enjoyed for some time past.

John Thomas was employed as lampman at Tylacoch about four 
months since, and he filled thesame position at Tylacock about ten years since, 
His duties as a lampman were toclean and fill the lamps with oil, aud to repair 
them. He had nothing to do with locking the lamps. There were between 
60 and 70 lamps in the lamp-house. About 25 were in use on the day of the ex. 
plosion. Some of the lamps would lock and others would not. The fireman 
looked after the locking of the lamps. Witness applied for new lamps about 
three months ago, and Mr. Williams, the agent, said there should be some ob. 
tained. New ones came after the explosion, Witness had complained of the 
old lamps to Mr, Williams and to Daniel Owen, the fireman.—William Rosser 
night fireman, knew the men worked with unlocked lamps, and spoke to the ma- 
nager, Mr. Jenkins, about it, whoordered new lamps at once. The copies of the 
rules, in the shape of a small pamphlet or book, were in the office, but there were 
none on sheets stuck about the colliery. Mr. Jenkins ordered some to be printed, 
The books of rules were the same as when the colliery was the property of the 
Messrs. Carrand Co. Witness knew there had been a new Act of Parliament 
since the date of these rules (1858), but he did not know that there were new 
rules under the Act of 1860. Mr. Wales, Government Inspector of Mines in the 
South Wales district, had examined the pit on Jan. 30, and measured the quan- 
tity of air passing in the 9-ft. working, and found it to be 5280 ft. per minute, 
which he did not considera sufficient quantity. He found there had been no 
proper special or general rules established in‘the colliery, in accordance with the 
Act 23 and 24 Vic. He also also ascertained that the safety-lamps had not been 
locked, which was a breach of No. 3 general rule of the same Act. He further 
found that 25 men were at work on the day of the explosion, which was a breach 
of the Act 25 and 26 Vic. These were, in his opinion, flagrant breaches of the 
rules. All the facts of which he had spoken he thought were very gross breaches 
of the general rules, and he considered the owners and managers were respon- 
sible for neglect of the rules. Mr. Wales read the 22d section of the Act 23d 
and 24th Vic., which specially requires that in all collieries copies of the gene- 
ralrules should be affixed in various parts of such collieries. The rules of Messrs, 
Carr and Co, were not suited to the present conditions of the Act of Parliament, 
The last Act required that there should be fifteen general rules instead of seven 
as was the case under the previous Act. ‘The third general rule under the latest 
Act directed that where safety-lamps were required to be used they should be 
first examined and locked by a person appointed for that purpose. That clause 
was imperative, and did not admit of any alteration or modification.—Mr. G, 
Overton, coroner, said the immediate cause of the accident was, no doubt, the 
fact of Thomas Butler having taken the top off his lamp in order, as he stated, 
to trim it, and the result has been the death of the deceased. The question 
the jury had to consider was whether the explosion occurred from accident or 
from neglect on the part of anybody. If they should be of opinion that the 
latter was the case it would be their duty to return a verdict of manslaughter 
against such party as they should consider culpable, The fact had been shown 
that the blower existing in Butler's stall was known to many of those working 
in the colliery. Now, the breach of the rules which were laid down in the Act 
of Parliament made it a very serious offenee, They had ascertained that it was 
the practice to work in the Tylacoch Colliery with unlocked lamps, and, there- 
fore, that might to some extent modify the culpability of Thomas Butler in 
taking off the top of hislamp. Besides this, however, it had been ascertained 
that there were no rules in force in the colliery. The evidence of the Govern. 
ment Inspector showed that, in his opinion, there was not a sufficient quantity 
of air in the colliery to make it safe by driving out the gas. The Inspector 
(Mr. Wales) had also brought under their notice the rules which were laid down 
by the last Act of Parliament for the regulatlon of mines. Now, the law laid 
ic down that those who were responsible were equally guilty, by neglect of rules 
as those who committed an absolute breach of the law. It would, therefore, bo 
for the jury to say whether they considered, from the evidence whieh had been 
aid before them, that the deaths of the deceased had resulted only from an ac- 
cident beyond ordinary control, or whether there had been such neglect as to 
amount to criminality on the part of anyone concerned.—The jury returned a 
verdict of “* Accidental Death.’’ a 


THE COLLIERY PROPRIETORS, AND THE VALE OF NEATH RAILWAY, 
—The impression that the amalgamation of the Vale of Neath Rail- 
way with the Great Western system has been most prejudicial to the 
interests of the various colliery proprietors of the Aberdare and Mer- 
thyr valleys is strengthening every day, for every day proves that the 
transport and shipment of coal is very much retarded by the arrange- 
ments which have been made subsequent to the amalgamation. Not only is the 
mineral traffic in the hands of the Great Western Company, but unfortunately 
they have the sole management and control of the various shipping stages at 
Swansea and adjacent ports; and whilst on the one hand the transit of coal and 
minerals from Aberdare and Merthyr is most slow and tedious in conseqnence 
of the miserably small and powerless engines employed, the directors of the Great 
Western Company persistently neglect to supply the port with proper facilities, 
and sufficient coal drops for the expeditious shipment of the coal whieh finds 
its way down tothe port. The direct Swansea and Neath branch of the Vale 
of Neath Railway was promoted for the express purpose of avoiding the heavy 
gradients between Aberdare and Neath, obviating the necessity of a change at 
Neath, and giving more general facilities to the development of the coal traffic 
of the district. The Great Western strenuously opposed the scheme, but the va- 
rious colliery proprietors presented such a strong case before the Select Committee 
of the House of Commons that the Bill passed, and the subsequent opening of 
the line was justly regarded by the inhabitants of the Cistricts as an oceasion of 
general rejoicing and public demonstration. Unfortunately (and we use the 
word advisedly) the Vale of Neath afterwards became absorbed into the Great 
Western system, an] those intimately acquainted with the requirements of the 
district at once saw in that absorption an effect which could not fail to be most 
prejudicial to their interests. The colliery proprietors were the first to suffer 
and not only the first but the most seriously affected by the amalgamation. 
When Mr. Joshua Williams was the resident manager of the Vale of Neath, the 
traders had a gentleman most regardful of their iuterests, and one who strove 
zealously and successfully for the development of the mineral traffic of the dis- 
trict. The amalgamation of the two railways removed Mr. Joshua Williams 
from the position which he held, and placed him general manager of the narrow 
guage system to the north, the consequence of which is that the colliery pro- 
prietors of the South Wales district find themselves and theirinterests neglected, 
and nobody personally responsible for the development of those mineral trea- 
sures for which the South Wales basin is noted. But not only are the colliery 
proprietors becoming aware of the prejudicial effect of the amalgamation, the 
public generally are beginning to regard matters in the same light, whilst the 
shareholders of the Vale of Neath have long since been convinced that had they 
held aloof from such an alliance they would not now have to mourn the absence 
of cash divideuds, but would probably be receiving some 4 or 5 per cent. upon 
the outlay made. The Taff Vale Railway, a line connecting the same collieries 
with the shipping ports of the other end of the county, declared a short time 
since a dividend at the rate of 9 per cent. per annum, which prosperous state of 
things is mainly attributable to the fact that the directors of that line have de- 
terminedly resisted all attempts at amalgamation, emanate from whatever 
quarter they raay. We hope the hint will be taken in time—the colliery pro- 
prietors along the Vale of Neath Railwaymust have far greater facilities afforded 
them for their trade than they now possess before general prosperity will be re- 
stored ; and unless this be granted by the directors it does not need the spirit 
of prophesy to foretel that Parliament will be invoked to untie the knot which 
it previously made, but which has been productive of such mischevious results 
to the mineral traffic of the district. 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Fes, 26.—There is not a new feature in our Pig-Iron Market for 
this week, speculation being inoperative, and legitimate purchasers 
doing only a small business, at almost stationary prices. The action 
of some of our ironmasters to reduce the cost of production resulted 
in a strike amongst the “ fillers” at Calder Ironworks, but they are 
again at work, exhausting a fortnight’s warning; and, if no settle- 
ment of the wages question takes place in the interim, the seven fur- 
naces at Calder may have to be blown-out, a step which would only 
hurt the men, as there is plenty of iron inthe hands of nearly all our 
makers. The market opened this weck with a steady business, at the 
rather improved price of 52s, 4}d. cash, but yesterday this price gave 
way, and only 52s. 3d. could be realised for prompt payment; but 
to-day there was more animation in the market, and a considerable 
business was done at 52s, 6d. to 52s. 5d. cash, and 52s, 74d. a month; 
closing, sellers, 52s. 6d. and 52s. 7}d. a month; buyers a shade less. 
No. 1, g.m.b., 52s. 6d.; No. 3, 51s, 3d.; Gartsherrie and Coltness, 
57s. 6d.; Calder and Glengarnock, 55s, 6d.; Langloan, 55s, The 
exports of the week, which are feebly improving, amounted to 8930 
tons, against 12,000 tons in the corresponding week of last year, but 
this still leaves a total deficit till date of upwards of 16,000 tons. 
Manufactured Iron is without change for the better, although the 
smaller works are running full time. The Glasgow Iron Company, 
the largest makers of finished iron in Scotland, with works at Town- 
head, St. Rollox, and Motherwell, we regret to learn, are only indif- 
ferently employed; while the large works at Blochairn and Mossend 
are full of orders for many months to come, and the proprietors of 
the former are making arrangements for extending their powers of 
production, the opportunity alone being wanting for its completion. 
These makers are very largely employed with ship iron, and, although 
it has been arranged that the two new steamers (of 2500 tons each) 
to be built on the Clyde for the Liverpool and Valparaiso trade are 
to be constructed of plates supplied by the West Cumberland Iron 
| Company, at Workington, the other iron fittings will be made of 
Scotch iron, and are being fabricated in this neighbourhood, The 
yuotations for all kinds and brands of merchant iron, plates, and 
angle are without change. At the close of last week there was im- 
ported into the iron-moulders’ strike the new feature of “rattening,” 
nine sand-moulds, prepared by non-Union men, at Camlachie Foun- 
| dry, having been partly filled with water during the night. The 
| malicious design would, in all likelihood, have been too well realised 
| had the water not been discovered previous to the iron being poured 
into the moulds. The matter was investigated by Mr. Campbell, of 
the Eastern police, who caused the apprehension of John Stewart, an 
| apprentice moulder, on a charge of being concerned in the attempted 
| outrage, On Monday, Stewart (apparently about 20 years of age) 
| was brought before Bailie Millar, and pleaded guilty to the charge. 
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He, however, denied having been instigated by anyone to do the act, 
nnd stated, in answer to a question from the bench, that he did not 
know what made him commit it. He was very sorry for what he had 
done. The magistrate said that no excuse could be offered for con- 
duct which might have been the means of destroying several lives; 
but, taking into account the prisoner's previous good conduct, he would 
pronounce upon him the comparatively lenient sentence of 30 days’ 
impriseament, in the hope that it would deter others from offending 
in & similar manner. 

Coals are not meeting with the slightest increased activity in de- 
mand, nor have the prices at all improved. The long-continued de- 
pression in trade and manufactures, both here and on the Continent, 
and in America, has, no doubt, most materially lessened the demand 
for this staple, and even curtailed the house consumption ; and not till 
once trade generally has resumed its wonted course can we look for 
any increased activity in tiie demand for coals. The shipments, 
under the depression, have declined to 16,290 tons for the week just 
closed, against 23,015 tons in the corresponding week of last year, 
although the price of the article has fallen some 20 to 40 per cent. 
The manceuvres of the colliers, in the face of facts like these, to keep 
up their wages to a maximum is as foolhardy as the attempt to make 
a rope of sand. Their secretary—not well knowing what to advise 
in the circumstances—has summoned a conference, to be held here 
March 2, with the view of forming a “league that will reduce the 
production of the mines to the demand for the material needed, by 
which colliers and their employers alone can live.’ Of course, this 
will be another meeting, and Mr. M‘Donald will address his disor- 
ganised troops, but there is not the most remote hope entertained 
that he will be able to lead them to victory. The colliery plant, ad- 
vertised in the last two Journals to be sold near Dunfermline, by 
auction, met with fair competition, and was all cleared off; of the 
4000 tons of Cannel coal, 2000 tons sold at 23s, a ton, the remainder 
being reserved, 

On Saturday, there was launched by the Messrs. Napier, a very 
powerful iron-plated twin screw monitor, for the Dutch Government, named 
De Tyger. She is about 1600 tons b.m., and her principal dimensions are :— 
Length all over, 187 feet ; breadth, 44 feet ; depth, 11 feet 6 inches. The armour 
plating on the sides of the vessel is 544 inches thick, with 10 inch teak backing, 
and an iron inner skin | inch thick, supported by strong iron frames. The turret 
is on Capt, Cole's system, plated with 8 inches of armour, 12 inch teak backing 
on al-inch inner skin, She isto be armed with two 300-pounder 124% ton Arm- 
strong guns, mounted on Sir William Armstrong’s latest improved carriages. 
Her engines are also by Messrs. Napier, and of 140 nominal horse-power. 
Amongst the gentlemen present at the launch were, Mr. Luke, of the British 
Admiralty, and the Government overseers of H.M.S. Audacious and Invincible, 
now in course of construction by Messrs. Napler. 

We regret that the affairs of Macnab and Co., engineers and ship- 
builders, Greenock, are not in so satisfactory a state as we noticed last week, 
At a meeting of the creditors, held yesterday, the liabilities of the firm were 
stated at 34,0001, The Clydesdale Bank is secured to the amount of 13,5v01., and 
Messrs. John Stewart and Co., iron merchants, Glasgow, to the amount of 
11,000/., by bonds over the building yard, which is stated to be worth 24,0001. 
The Royal Bank is a creditor toa large amount, but we believe it is also secured 
by a bond over thefoundry. Theunsecured creditors represent about 70001., and 
we understand that the firm expect to be able to pay a composition of 6s. 8d. in 
the 11., in three instalments of six, nine, and twelve months. The majority of 
the creditors, we learn, have agreed to accept this composition, provided satis- 
factory security can be given. 

Veins of hematite iron, of the richest and most valuable character, 
have been discovered on the estate of Sir T. Hepburn, at Garleton, Haddington- 
shire. In some places the ore is met with in small boulders, interspersed with 
the ordinary trap rock of the hill, and in others it is met with in a solid mass, 
of as yet unknown depth. This occurs on the crest of the slope, the iron being 
within 5 or 6 in, of the surface, and penetrating downwards in a solid bed. At 
present the workmen have uncovered this section of the vein tothe depth of 7 ft., 
Without any appearance of its termination. Hematite iron has nowhere else 
been found in Scotland, the well-known ‘ blackband’’ being the only descrip- 
tion of the ore hitherto met north of the Tweed. 





DISCOVERY OF GOLD IN DUMBARTONSHIRE.—Mr. Duncan Fer- 
guson, merchant, Alexandria, lately ordered Mr. J. P. Rodger, Glasgow, to dig 
a wellin his seullery on the patent tube principle. By this simple method it 
was soon found that an abundant supply of water could be pumped at the rate 
of 200 gallons per hour, and something much more valuable than water was 
found here and in the garden adjoining, where pipes were also sunk.
